A  second  successful  assault,  whloh 
had   been  arranged   to   take  place  after 


the  capture  of  Hill  70  and  St.  Laurent, 
was  launched  at  t:30  aftn.,  on  that  part 
-«t  tbo  front  to  tbe  west  of  Lens. 

Save  m  the  hard  struggle  to  the  east 
of  Hill  70,  our  losses  have  been  rel* 
atlvaly  small,  when  the  far-reaching  ef* 
foot  of  tho  victory  gained  Is  taken  Into 
account. 

A  large  proportion  of  those  hit  have 
•hrapnel  wounds  that  are  not  serious 
The  entire  attack  was  pushed  homo 
vlth  Irrealstlflle  dash  over  ground  that 
had  been  ploughed  with  heavy  shell* 
by  the  Canadian  gunners  working  to  the 
■limit  of  their  endurance  for  over  three 
H'oeks. 

Tho  advanco  took  place  on  a  front  of 
4,SO0   yards,    from   the  Chalk   Pits  mid 
way  between  Hulluch  and  Loos,  souther- 
ly,  to  Lens. 

Loos  lay  within  our  lines,  about  halt 
a  mile  west  of  the  jumplng-off  trench.

The  chief  objoetlves  of  the  assault- 
ing waves  were  UIU  70.  northeast  ol 
Leo«i  and  regarded  as  the  key  to  Lena 
from  the  artllleresta'  iu>lnt  of  view,  and 
Cite   St.   Laurent,   the   suburb  of  Lenn. 

To  secure  those  positions  It  was  nec- 
essary to  penetrate  the  enemy's  lines  In 
crescent  formation,  the  greatest  depth 
of  advance  euMterly  belnv  ahout  1,000 
yards  to  a  point  between  Hill  70  4Mi4^ 
e|(.,  Lau^ent^,  w1^oc»  fl|i»aiit<iA  su^m.  namm. 
kbown  (o  liavo  hVen  Installed  behind 
rOcently  constructed  entanglements  wo- 
ven In  And  out  among  the  debris  of 
rows  of  minors'  houses.  The  detection 
and  d«Htructlon  of  wires  under  these 
conditions  was  very  difficult,  and  It 
was  recognised  that  here  the  assaulting  ' 
ttoops  would  And  hard  going. 

Upon  the  ground  ohosen  for  the  at- 
t*ek.  tho  enemy,  since  the  battle  of 
Loos  la  t  September,  1016,  had  held  his 
posltloaa  with  practically  no  change  ex- 
cept at  the  southerly  end.  where  he 
went  back  about  a  mile  after  the  bat- 
tle of  VImy  to  conform  with  his  new 
front    south    of    Lens.

On  Hill  70,  before  tho  devastating 
Are  from  our  batteries  was  turned  upon 
It,  the  enemy's  position  were  amaslngly 
strofg.  Opposite  Loos  there  were  four 
wMe  belts  of  wire.  Most  of  It  had  been 
placed  In  position  Immediately  after 
pr  before  the  battle  of  I.iOos,  the  llrst 
great  British  attempt  to  break  through 
the  German  entrenched  positions.  In 
that  sanguinary  struggle  lessons  learn- 
ed at  Neuve  Chapelle  were  applied,  but 
the  success  was  not  so  great  as  waa 
hoped  for.  Loos  itself  was  taken,  so 
was  a  huge  artificial  hill  composed  of 
refuse  from  adjacent  mines.  These  ro- 
aults  were  not  obtained  without  fleroa 
flthtlng.  The  historic  British  regl- 
mei^  whose  tank  It  was  to  assail  Hill 
70  reached  their  goal,  but  failed  to  hold 
tho  bUl  because  of  the  terrtnc  gun  fire 
of  the  enemy.  Tha  hill  remained  within 
tho  German  lines  and  from  that  time 
to  this  no  effort  had  been  spHared  to 
make  Ito  defense  Impregnable. 

Hill  70  as  seen  from  our  treneheo. 
wms  not  really  a  hill,  hut  a  long  upward 
slope  from  a  depression  in  which  the 
village  of  I^os  lies.  In  the  former 
battle  of  Loos  the  attacking  troops  up 
tlUa  upward  slope,  which  is  as  (>ars  of 
■holtor  as  the  glacis  of  a  fort,  wero 
met  by  tremendous  machine  gun  and  ar- 
tillery flre,  and  could  not  make  further 
progress.  Their  splendid  courage  in 
th«  fabo  of  obstacles  now  recognised  a* 
Insurmountable  without  long  and  caro- 
f ul  arttU^ry  preparation  laid  tho  foun- 
dation for  today's  victory.  They  car- 
rlod  forward  the  British  front  line  to 
••  point  within  600  yards  of  the  top  of 
the  hill.  It  was  from  this  foothold  on 
tho  upward  slope  that  today's  attack 
waa  launched.  During  the  Intervening 
two  years  honoos  of  Loos  which  had  not 
b«en  destroyed  by  the  British  bombard- 
ment had  been  ground  Into  dust  by 
tho  Qerman  guns.

The  trenches  were  In  bad  condition  as 
a  result  of  heavy  rains  during  the  last 
two  weeks,  and  the  chalk  was  wet  and 
slippery,  but  the  men  were  so  anxious  to 
get  on  with  their  Job  that  their  dis- 
comforts counted  for  nothing.  Tense  as 
runners  at  the  Upe.  they  waited  the 
-starter's  signal.  It  came  at  4:25  a.m.  in 
a  great  burst  of  gunfire  that  throbbed 
like  a  mighty  drum  for  a  minute,  and 
then  deepened  into  a  roar  as  of  a  prairie 
thunderstorm,  when  the  sound  of  heavy 
artillery  far  back  of  the  line,  became 
audible. 

The  flash  of  guns  soon  was  dimmed 
by  a  tremendous  glare,  roado  by  the  dis- 
charge of  burning  oil  and  liquid  flro 
thrown  upon  the  railway  embankment 
on  that  part  of  the  front  to  the  south 
of  St  Laurent.  As  the  burning  oil  des- 
cended Into  the  enemy  trenches  our  men 
went  over,  and  within  eU  minutes  his 
front  lines  were  In  our  hands. 

When  the  barrage  lifted  assaulting 
waves  again  went  forward  without  a 
halt,  leaving  the  mopplbg  up  of  dug- 
outs and  Isolated  parties  of  the  enemy 
to  be  taken  care  of  by  supporu  as  they 

came  up. 

ThT  Oermans  fought  well  In  their 
machine-gun  shelters,  but  in  the  open 
they  surrendered  readily.

From  tho  region  of  St.  Laurent,  by 
0:30.  prisoners  began  to  pass  through 
our  rtne.  They  had  had  enough  of  war. 
Some  of  them  came  walking,  wounded, 
others  were  so  seriously  hit  that  their 
comrades  had  to  carry  th*m.  The  bulk 
wer«  unwounded.  and  all  ware  keenly 
^laua  to  .get  *ei»oi>d^  mittti'M  m»ir>, 
own .  artillery,  heavily  *li«M4ng  the 
roa<ls  by  which  they  had  to  pass  to 
the  rear.  They  were  beaten  moa,  and 
they  knew  It.  The  llrst  officer  who 
came  in  said  that  the  atUck  had  been 
expected  at  4  o'clock,  and  the  support 
line  had  been  manned  to  meet  it.  He 
shrugged  his  shoulders  as  he  glanced 
around  at  his  fagged  and  wounded  men 
to  Indicate  what  had  beent  he  result  of 
their  reolstance.  Another  officer  who 
spoke  Kngllsh  said  that  he  waa  "glad 
to  be  out  of  the  war."  and  that  there 
were  many  others   like  him. 

While  tho  prisoners  were  coming 
through  word  arrived  that  on  the  St 
Laurent  sector  the  point  of  greatest 
depth  aimed  at  In  the  attack  had  been 
reached  in  ninety-three  minutes  after 
the  attack  began. 

The  grey  of  early  dawn  was  lit  by 
the  first  gleams  of  sunshine,  and  the 
new  moon  that  hung  In  thO)  sky.  like  a 
silver  lamp,  faded  out  of  view  as  our 
own  walking  wounded  began  to  reach 
the  dressing  station,  their  wounds  al- 
most forgotten  in  the  Joy  of  victory. 
Some  of  them  had  stories  to  tell  of 
heroic  deeds  that  will  stand  beside  the 
finest  of  our  men  at  Ypres  and  Vlmy

BEEF  ANO  BAd 


Serving  of  Those  Meats  In 
Public  Eating  Places  on 
Tuesday  and  Friday  Prohib- 
ited—One Meal  Other  Days. 


OTTAWA.  Aug.  15.— An  extra  issue 
of  The  Canada  Gasette.  bringing  into 
effect  the  order-ln-councll  regulating 
eating  places  waa  published  today. 

Tho  order,  passed  at  the  request  of 
the  Food  Controller,  prohibits  the  serv- 
Ing  of  beef  and  bacon  on  Tuesdays  and 
Fridays,  and  at  more  than  one  meal  on 
any  other  day.  Rubstltutes.  such  as 
corn  bread,  oatcakes  and  potatoes,  must 
bs  provided  st  every  meal  at  which 
white  bread  Is  nerved.  The  use  ef 
wheat  in  the  distillation  or  manufacture 
of  alcohol  is  prohibited  except  for  man- 
ufacturing or  munitions  purposes,  and 
then  only  after  obtaining  a  licence  from 
the    Food    Controller. 

Heavy  penalties  are  provided  for  rto- 
lation  of  the  regulations.  Proprietors, 
managers  and  employees  of  public  eat- 
ing places  are  liable  uptm  summary 
conviction  for  the  flrst  offence  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  |100  and  not  leas 
than  tSS.  and  for  each  subsequent  of- 
fense to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  |5td 
and  not  less  than  flOO,  or  to  Imprison- 
ment for  any  term  not  exceeding  three 
months,  or  to  both  flne  and  Inprison- 
ment. 

Any  pernon  violating  any  of  the  pr«>. 
vlalons  regulating  the  use  of  wheat  in 
tbe  distillation  or  manufacture  of  al- 
cohol Is  liable  upon  sumanary  coavle- 
tion  of  penalty  not  exeeedlag  |f,9tt.

French-Canadians  to  France  to  be 
killed  in  order  that  the  English  might 
usurp  all   the   power   in   tho  province. 

A  Montreal  man  present  leaped  to  his 
feet  and  called  the  priest  a  "damned 
scoundrel."  calling  upon  him  to  with- 
draw his  charges.  The  congregation 
was  divided  In  sympathy  between  the 
priest  and  the  layman,  and  a  serious 
disturbance  resulted.

PIRATES'  TOLL 
—AGAIN  LOWERED 


Fourteen  Vessels  of  Over 
1,600  Tons,  Two  Under 
That  Size,  and  Three  Fish- 
ing Vessels  Sunk. 


LONDON,  Aug.  15.— A  falling  off  In 
British  tonnage  sunk  last  week  by 
mines  or  submarines  is  Indicated  In  the 
weekly  Admiralty  statement  made  pub- 
lic tonight.  Fourteen  vessels  of  1,800 
tons  and  over  were  sunk,  as  against 
twenty-one  the  previous  week.  Two 
vessels  of  less  than  1.600  tons  were 
sunk  laHt  week,  the  same  number  as  re- 
ported for  the  previous  week.  Three 
flHhing  boats  met  with  dlMaster  last 
week.

Formidable  Defence  Works  on  Hill  70  Quickly^ 
Stormed  and  Advance  Carried  Far  Ahead 
J        — ^-Positions  in  Suburbs  of  Lens 

Fall    Before   Assailants  ^ 


Troops  Promptly  Attain 
All  Objectives  Planned 

Enemy's  Ground  Penetrated  to  Depth  of  Mile  oa 

Front    of    Nearly    Three    Miles — Counter- 

Attacks  Are  Repulsed — French  Move 

Forward   Near   Dixmude 


L.O.VDON.  Aug.  15.— With  only  slight, 
casualties,  Canadian  troops  fighting 
south  and  east  of  I.>ooh  have  captured 
German  positions  on  a  front  of  two 
miles,  including  Hill  70.  a  formidable 
defence  work,  according  to  the  British 
official  communication  Issued  tonight. 
Flvo  German  counter-attacks  were  re- 
pulsed.      The    communication    follows: 

"This  morning  Canadian  troops 
etormfed  German  positions  south  and 
east  of  Loos  on  a  front  of  two  miles. 
The  formidable  defences  on  Hill  70, 
which  resisted  our  attucKs  in  the  buttle 
of  Loos  In  Heptember,  1915,  and  had 
since  been  Improved  and  strengthened 
by  every  method  and  device  known  to 
our  enemies,  were  carried  by  assault. 
To  Bepth  of  Mile 

"After  storming  the  enemy's  first  line 
trench  syiifem  on  tho  whole  of  the  front 
attacked,  our  troops  advanced  as  fur 
as  the  Western  defences  of  Cite  St. 
Augusts,  penetrating  the  German  poxt- 
tions  to  a  depth  of  about  a  mile.  He- 
sides  Hte  elaborate  series  of  trench 
lines  and  strong  points  forming  the  de- 
fences of  Ulll  70.  the  villages  of  Cite 
ei.  Elizabeth.  Cite  St.  Emelle.  and  Cite 
8t.  Laurent,  aa  well  as  the  Bas  wood 
and  the  western  half  of  the  Hugo  wood 
arc  now  In  our  possession.  All  uur  ob- 
jectives were  captured.  Our  casualties 
were  slight. 

"During  the  day,  five  hostile  counter- 
attacks were  repulsed  by  our  infantry 
or  broken  up  by  our  artillery.  One  of 
tiieae  was  carried  out  by  troops  of  tho 
division  of  Prussian  Guards.  The 
enemy's  losses  both  from  our  attack  and 
Mh  ultsuccessful  counter-attacks  were 
heavy. 

"The  number  of  prisoners  captured 
has  not..kn|P^Jk«o«rtalned.  but  ass,.  In- 
cluding W^wficers.  reurhed  the  col- 
lecting station   this  afternoon."

BRITIAH  FRONT  IN  FRANCE  AND 
BKLOIUM.  Aug.  18.— (By  the  Associa- 
ted Press)— After  the  brUliant  advance 
this  morning,  in  which  the  Canadians 
cat>tured  Hill  70,  and  then  swept  on 
northwest  of  Lena,  the  attackers  were 
In  close  grips  with  the  Oermans  in  the 
weetern  part  of  Lena  late  today. 

The  attack  beffan  at  4:16  o'clock.  Just 
as  the  flrst  streake  of  dawn  were  ap- 
pearing. All  nl^t  the  British  big  guns 
had  been  pouring  a  steady  stream  of 
high  explosive  shells  In  to  the  German 
positions,  great  detonations  overlap- 
ping one  another  like  the  rapid  crack- 
ling of  machine-gun  flre,  and  swelling 
Into  a  mighty  volume  of  thunder  that 
shook  the  earth  and  stunned  the  sen- 
ses. 

Then,  a  short  time  before  the  hour 
of  offensive  arrived,  the  batteries  ceased 
abruptly,  and  a  strange,  almost  o^ 
prcsalve  stillness,  fraught  with  the  por- 
tending cataclysm  which  must  fellow, 
crept  over  the  country  which  until 
then  had  been  an  inferno  of  death.  It 
had  been  raining,  and  grey  clouds  still 
hung  low  over  the  trenches  where 
crouched  the  Canadian  Infantrymen 
awaiting  eagerly  for  the  arrival  of  the 
moment  which  would  summon  them  to 
attack.

Suddenly,  ten  minutes  before  the  time 
set  for  the  attack,  every  British  gun 
within  range  broke  out  with  a  hurri- 
cane of  shelling,  and  solid  lines,  of 
crimson  lightning  belched  from  the 
German  trenches  as  the  explosives  broke 
around  them.  To  this  lurid  picture  wa« 
added  the  unforgettable  spectacle  of 
the  burning  oil  which  the  British  threw 
on  the  enemy  line*.  Oreat  clouds  ef 
pinkish-colored  smoke  rolled  across  the 
country  from  the  flaming  liquid,  and 
the  murky  sky  threw  back  myriad  col- 
ors from  the  conflagration  below. 

The  moment  of  attack  arrived,  aad 
a*  the  British  guns  drbpped  their  pro- 
tecting Iwrrage  in  front  of  tbe  Csnadiaa 
trenches,  the  clouds  parted  aad  the  yel- 
low crescent  moon  appeared.  Under 
the  light  of  this  beacon,  the  Canadlana 
leaiMd  over  the  imrapets  and  begaa 
their  methoAlcal  adTaaee  behind  their 
barrage  flre. 

The  Brltleh  barrage  was  without  a 
flaw.  BelilBd  tt  the  Canadlana  mauated 
Hill  ?•  aad  ewept  aloag  the  rest  of 
tha  Una.  On  tbe  crest  of  the  biM. 
afcws  ea  nrach  blood  had  beea  spilled 
before,  heavy  flcktlng  mlgh^  have  beea 
expected,  for  the  position  waa  well  awa- 
ned  with  aiachlne  gttas.  The  reaistaaoe 
here,  however,  waa  not  strong,  and  it 
waa  not  until  tha  dwellings  In  the  out-

The  flrst  serious  resistance  from  the 
Germans  was  met  at  a  point  where  tbe 
enemy  waa  entrenched  strongly  In  con- 
nected cellars,  and  here  sanguinary 
flghtlng  occurred. 

The  place  la  a  sample  of  other  aub- 
urbs  about  Lens.  The  olty  Is  sur- 
rounded with  colliery  communities 
which  are  so  dose  together  and  so  near 
the  city  proper  that  they  really  form 
one  large  metropolis.  Lens,  before  the 
war.  bad  a  population  of  SO.OOO.  but  is 
now  a  mass  of  ruins. 

Following  their  usual  tactics,  the 
Germans  had  <»rried  out  systematic  de- 
struction of  the  houses  and  had  con- 
structed strong  underground  defences. 
The  whole  city  is  undermined  tUth  tun- 
nels and  dugouta,  which  have  been  rein- 
forced wMh  concrete,  and  most  of  the 
ruined  buildings  have  been  turned  Into 
machine  gun  emplacemei^ts.  It  was  in 
such  dlfllcult  surroundings  as  this  that 
the  Canadians  were  battling  today. 

The  effect  of  the  British  preliminary 
bombardment  was  most  demoralizing  to 
the  enemy.  Prisoners  already  taken 
were  in  a  dased  state  aa  a  result  of  the 
terrlflc  bombardment,  and  it  Is  not 
atrange,  perhaps,  that  when  the  British 
began  their  barrage  flre,  this  morning, 
many  Oermans  were  aeea  to  desert  their 
positions  and  flee  to  the  rear. 

VatoMa  TrtBMfli 

The  capture  of  HUI  79  is  another 
trluBlph  for  the  British  flghtlng  organi- 
sation. Wounded  Canadians  returning 
from  the  battle  today  were  high  In  their 
praise  of  the  perfection  achieved  In  pre-^ 
paratlon  and  the  efficient  protection  af-' 
forded  by  the  artillery.  The  extreme 
depth  reached  in  the  flrst  stage  was 
1.64KI  yarda,  and  this  was  achieved  In  91 
minutes.  This  new  front,  taken  In  eaa- 
Juaction  with  poeltloan  aeeured  In  the 
last  few  days  in  the  eouthwnstero  out- 
skirts of  Lena,  established  an  angular 
line  like  a  pair  of  shears,  whoee  points 
reach  out  to  the  north  and  eoutli  ef  the 
city. 

As  the  Csnadlans  pushed  In  on  the 
northwest  this  mornlni;,  a  simultan- 
eous advance  was  started  by  the  troops 
an  tbe  lower  blade  of  the  ahears  and 
close  flghtlng  begaa  with  the  Oeraians 
entrenched  in  their  eonereted  eellare.

French  attacka  near  Corny  failed. 
There  were  lively  artillery  battles  on 
the  other  sectors  of  this  and  the  Cham- 
pagne front.  On  both  hank^  of  tha 
Meuse  there  was  a  continuation  of  tha 
increased   artillery  activity. 

"Front  of  Grand  Duka  Albrecht— la 
the  gundgau  there  was  an  increase  la 
reciprocal  flre.  which  continued  all 
night. 

"In  aerial  battles,  which  were  eepecl- 
slly  numerous  In  Flan<fers,  and  aa  tha 
result  of  anti-aircraft  flre.  twenty  en- 
emy airplanes  and  captive  balloona 
were  shot  dawn  yeeterdar."

The  discussion  aroae  on  a  motton  for 
the  adoption  of  a  report  of  a  ai>eelal 
committee  on  domestic  and  foreign 
trade. 

Senator  NIcholla.  chairman  of  the 
committee,  presented  t|)e  repolt,  whlo^ 
atatad  that  the  commit^  had  given  eon- 
slderalon  to  such  methods  as  would  tend 
to  Increase  our  agricultural  production. 
I  tiaving  In  view  the  necessity  of  fur- 
nishing Great  Britain  and  her  Allies 
with  food  during  the  continuation  of 
the  war,  and  the  further  necessity  ef  In- 
creasing our  export  of  food  products 
after  the  declaration  of  peace,  to  the 
end  that  tba  balance  of  trade,  now 
greatly  In  our  favor,  may  not  be  dlm- 
Iniahed.  To  thla  end  tba  conmitttee 
recommenda: 

^  "That  the  Government  of  Canada, 
without  delay,  should  endeavor  to  en- 
courage the  breaking  of  a  large  acreage 
of  wild  lands  In  order  that  auch  new 
land  may  be  ready  for  cultivation  next 
year  and  our  productive  capactty  there- 
by increased. 

"That  If  It  is  found  neoeaaary.  In  or- 
dei  to  encourage  farmera  to  bring  ad- 
ditional acreage  under  cultivation,  a 
bounty  of  a  certain  sum  per  acre  b# 
paid  for  every  acre  of  wild  land  put 
under  cultivation,  and  on  which  a  crop 
is  raised  during  the  next  enaulng  two 
yeiu'B. 

^Thateoaalderation  be  given  J>y  the 
Government  to  the  advisability  of  re- 
questing the  co-operation  of  the  several 
Provinces,  so  that  any  amount  paid  out 
in  bounties  would  be  shared  by  the  Do- 
minion and  the  Provincial  Governments, 
respectively. 

"That  as  a  war  measure  only,  and 
(or  a  period  to  be  limited  to  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war,  Asiatic  labor  be  Im- 
ported under  Government  control  and 
supervision;  that  Is  to  say,  that  during 
the  period  from  needing  to  harvesting, 
farmers  shall  be  furnished  by  a  cen- 
tral authority  at  a  fixed  charge,  with 
tuch  Imported  labor  aa  they  may  re- 
quire."

Ex- 
perience has  taught  him  that  often 
traps  are  eoncealed  In  diplomatic  com- 
munications that  are  not  visible  In  any 
abstract.  While  there  Is  no  disposi- 
tion to  question  the  good  faith  of  the 
Pope,  It  la  conceivable  that  he  might 
he  Imposed  upon  by  Oerman  cunning, 
assuming  that  he  has  been  Induced  to 
take  this  step  through  tho  pleas  of  the 
strong  Catholic  elements  in  Austria  and 
Bavaria. 

The  official  text  had  -not  reached 
Washington  tonight,  hut  that  fact  did 
not  prevent  various  diplomatic  confer- 
ences on  the  subject.

A  PACIFIC  PORT.  Aug.  t«.— ?iaceunt 
Kiahll.  heading  the  Japanese  miasion  to 
the  United  States,  was  the  principal 
speaker  at  a  public  dinner  given  by  the 
city  last  night  In  honor  of  the  mls- 
gion.     His  ad4lPess  follows.  In  part: 

"Words  fall  me,  when  I  underuke  to 
make  known  the  full  measure  of  our 
obligation  to  your  city.  We  are  over- 
whelmcld. 

"We  come  to  you  at  the  dawning  of  a 
new  day.  As  Individuals,  we  have  no 
right  to  nnd  placs  at  this  busy  time  of 
preparation.  But  we  come  as  the 
bumbls  representatives  of  a  friendly 
and  a  loyal  nation  and  we  know  that 
performanoe,  not  words.  sacriAcea,  not 
seMshness.  are  the  requisites  of  the 
hour. 

"Our  measags  la  that  In  this  day. 
through  its  hours  of  shadow  or  of  sun- 
shine, your  purpose  is  our  purpose, 
your  goal  our  goal.  It  is  that  America 
and  Japan  will  march  together,  work 
together  and  fight  together  aa  com- 
rades until  the  victory  la  won  in  the 
struggle  which  Involves  our  rights  and 
our  liberties. 

"We  <are  here  to  nay  that  in  this  tre- 
mendous struggle  AmWica  and  Japan 
are  'bound  together,  that  when  the  vic- 
tory of  the  Allied  forces  is  secure,  Am- 
erica and  Japan  should  so  live  that 
your  sons  and  our  sons  will  have  a  cer- 
tainty of  good  neighborhood:  ao  live 
that  no  word  or  deed  of  either  can  be 
looked  upon  with  suaplcion;  that  ven- 
omous gosatp,  slander,  ainister  intrigue 
and  influence,  of  all  of  which  we  have 
both  been  the  victims,  can  In  future 
on>y  serve  to  brinir  us  closer  together 
-for  mutual  protection  and  for  the  com- 
mon  welfare. 

"We  must  indeed  have  assuranot  of 
good  order  in  our  neighborhood.  We 
cannot  either  of  us  take  risks.  It  be- 
comes the  first  duty  of  Japan  and  Am- 
erica to  guard  the  Pacific  and  to  Insure 
safe  continuous  ihtereourse  between 
Asia  and  the  United  States;  to  see  to 
it  that  the  ships  of  the  ferocious 
pirates  whose  crimes  upon  the  high  seas 
can  never  be  palliated,  find  no  shelter 
in   the  waters  of  our  seas. 

"It  Is  for  us  together  to  continue  to 
enforce  respect  for  law  and  humanity 
upon  the  Pacific,  from  which  the  Ger- 
man menace  was  removed  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  war.  In  the  protection  of 
our  sea-going  merchandise  and  men,  in 
safeguarding  the  pleasures  of  Inter- 
course, you  may  count  on  us  as  we 
must   count  on   you. 

"In  the  dawning  of  this  new  day  of 
stress  and  strain  let  us  forget  the  little 
molehills  that  have  been  exaggerated 
Into  mountains  to  bar  our  good  rela- 
tions. Let  us  see  together  with  a 
clearer  vision  the  pitfalls  dug  by  a 
cunning  enemy  in  our  path.  Let  us  to- 
gether Hx  our  eyes  upon  the  s^r  of 
principle  wtilch  shall  lead  us  together 
most  surely  to  a  participation  in  the 
triumph  of  the  rhrht.  to  a  certain  vic- 
tory In  the  greatest,  and.  let  us  hope, 
the  last  great  war  in  human  history. 

"And  when  that  victory  shall  have 
been  won  let  us  together  help  In  the 
upbuilding  of  a  new  world,  which  shall 
rise,  fair,  strong  and  beautiful  from 
the  ashes  of  the  old."

TORONTO,  Aug.  14,- The  matter  of 
the  Ontario  extra-Provlnclal  Corpora* 
tlon  Act  of  1914,  In  which  Mr.  Justice 
Masten-  yesterday  gave  Judgment  that 
the  act  was  "ultra  vires"  and  Invalid  in 
all  Its  clauses,  was  brought  up  In  con- 
nection with  a  suit  by  Horace  B.  Cur- 
rle  and  the  Harris  Lithographing  Com- 
pany. The  Attorney -Genera  I  Intervened 
to  determine  the  validity  of  the  Ontario 
act.  the  Harris  Company  baring  a  Do- 
minion charter,  but  not  a  Provincial 
licence. 

The  pith  of  the  act,  according  to  Mr. 
Justice  Masten.  Is  to  preclude  outside 
companies  from  the  exercise  of  some 
of  their  powers  and  to  deprive  them  of 
their  status  In  the  Province  of  OnUrio 
unless  and  until  they  file  certain  doc- 
uments  and  pay  certain  fees  and  take 
oue  licences. 

The  Harris  Company  had  vested  in  It 
by  Its  Dominion  charter  the  right  "to 
carry  on  throughout  Canada  the  busl- 
nesfl    of   sUtloners    and    lithographers." 

"I  think  ^uch  power."  said  Mr.  Jus- 
ties  Maaten,  "haa  been  validly  and  ef- 
fectively conferred  on  thla  compaay, 
becauae  the  power  to  regulate  trad* 
and  commerce  at  all  eventa  entltlos  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  to  prescribe  to 
what  extent  the  powers  of  companies 
should   be  exercisable." 

The  Province  of  OnUrlo  is  not  alone 
In  Its  nght  for  control  of  extra-Pro- 
vincial vompanies.  from  the  licensing 
and  annual  fees  of  which  there  Is  an 
annual  Income  that  is  said  to  run  into 
the  hundreds  of  thousands.  British  Co- 
lumbia has  fought  its  ease  to  the  Privy 
Council  and  lost,  but  its  case  was  not 
the  same  as  that  under  the  Ontario 
act  Manitoba  has  fckight  a  ea««  to 
the  Court  of  Appeal  dividing  evenly. 
two  for  and  two  agalnat  It  Is  now  on 
»ta  way  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  ul- 
timately to  the  Privy  Council,  where 
the  Ontario  case  will  also  donbtleas  go.

Sweep  Over  Positions  North  of 
Lens  for  Which  Furious 
Combats  Have  Been  Waged 
— Gain  is  Important. 


CANADIAN  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE.    Aug.    IS.— (By    the   Canadian 

Overseas  Correspondent) In  the  battle 

of  Lens,  which  began  at  daybreak  this 
morning,  the  Canadian  forces  once 
more  made  a  splendid  and  aueceasful 
attack  upon  hiatorlc  ground.  The  early 
reporta  indicate  that  the  German  aup- 
port  lines  along  a  front  of  over  4.000 
yards  extending  from  the  environs  of 
Lens  to  the  e|ialk  pits  1.609  yards  south 
of  Hulluch  have  been  carried  by  storm. 
Vow  aad   Old  Troops 

The  assaulting  waves  Included  men 
from  all  parts  of  the  Dominion.  The 
war-worn  veterans,  among  th^m  who 
answered  the  first  call  in  1914  were 
mingled  with  the  recent  drafts  from  , 
the  bases  whose  first  action  It  was. 
All  alike  went  forward  with  irresistible 
ardor  over  the  most  dlfflcult  ground, 
driving  the  enemy  back  before  them. 
Amo«g  the  objectives,  was  Hill  70,  east 
of  Loos,  where  a  fiercely  contested  bst- 
tle  was  fought  In  September,  and  the 
town  of  St.  I.aurent,  the  northern  sub- 
urb of  I.iens.  News  has  come  in  from 
the  troops  who  followed  up  and  iMSsed 
through  the  waves  of  attack  that  they 
have  reached  a  point  east  of  Hill  70, 
almost  a  mile  from  their  Jumping-off 
trench.  The  enemy  put  up  a  strong  re- 
sistance and  probably  will  counter-at- 
tack in  force  as  soon  an  hia  reaerven 
ran  he  brought  up,  hut  what  Canadian 
valor  has  won  Canadian  tenacity  can 
be  trUHted  to  hold.  Hill  70  is  regarded 
by  the  artillery  experta  aa  the  key  to 
l..enM  and  the  enemy  will  not  leave  off 
until  all  his  hope  has  gone. 

No  particulars  as  to  our  losses  or  the 
number  of  prlsonern  taken  are  yet 
available  Irut  the  artttiery^  ■prn'srat-trrn 
was  moat  thoroujch  and  it  In  hoped  that 
in  the  maaaea  of  churned  up  and  ahell- 
pitted  chalk  on  Hill  70  and  in  the 
half  square  mile  of  wrecked  miners* 
houses  in  the  town  of  St.  Laurent  few 
shelters  rimain  for  enemy  machine 
guns,  his  most  effective  means  of  <1e- 
fence. 

BRITISH  KRONT  IN  FRANCK  AND 
BELGIUM.  Aug.  16.— (By  the  Aasocl- 
ated  Press). — In  the  first  stages  of  the 
lighting  today  on  the  Lens  front  the 
Canadian  troops  met  with  comparatively 
small  opposition,  but  aa  they  pushed 
into  the  \itsTM  environs  the  defence  of 
the  Germans  stiffened. 

Whatever  the  outcome,  the  battle  al- 
ready has  taken  a  place  in  the  Hat  of 
the  moat  Important  conflicts  in  the  war 
through  the  capture  of  Hill  70. 

Considerable  numbers  of  German 
prisoners  are  beginning  to  arrive  at 
the  collection  depots. 

The  new  German  front  has  been  es- 
tablished on  a  triangular  line  like  a 
pair  of  shears  whose  points  are  to  the 
north  and  south  of  Lens. 

The  British  and  Germans  are  in  close 
grips  In  the  western  part  of  the  city 
of  Lens  Itself,  following  the  brilliant 
morning  advance  whereby  the  Cana- 
dians captured  Hill  70  and  then  swept 
up  northwest  of  Lens.

WASHINGTON,  Aug.  15.— A  seml- 
offlclal  despatch  from  Rome  says: 

"The  recent  Paris  and  London  confer- 
ence were  only  two  of  a  cyde  of  inter- 
AUIed  conferences  which  will  be  held 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the 
plans  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  new 
Europe. 

"A  statement  of  the  results  of  these 
meetings  will  be  made  public  soon. 
The  nations  associated  In  the  war  will 
then  see  the  importance  of  the  delib-. 
erations  entered  into  by  their  minis- 
ters  at   these   conferences." 

It  la  learned  that  the  inter-Allied 
conference  wilt  conalder  every  phase  of 
the  war,  political  as  well  as  military, 
and  will  collaborate  with  the  various 
war  boards  of  the  respective  Allied 
countries.  The  United  States  will  not 
participate,  for  the  present,  but  will 
be  kept  '  fully  Informed  of  develop- 
ments and  decisions. 

A  secret  conference  Is  to  be  held  by 
the  naval  representatives  of  some  of 
the  Entente  nations,  at  which  the 
United  States  may  be  repre- 
sented, and  will  consider  the  naval 
problems  of  the  war,  especially  meas- 
ures for  more  effectually  combatting 
the  submarine  warfare.

The  proposal  embodies  wluit  have 
been  well  known  here  for  some  time 
as  the  terras  tho  Centia!  Powers  would 
have  been  glal  to  offer  ancb  relieved  to 
have  accepted,  being  virtually  the  res- 
toration of  b«'3.*3-i'J9w;ir  conditions, 
with  a  commission  of  diplomats  to 
thresh  out  the  questlo.is  of  ih^  b.^rdar 
lines.

"To  listen  to  a  comproralso  before  a 
guarantee  is  secured  affainat  a  repe- 
tition of  the  ordeal  through  which 
civilization  is  passing  Is  to  betray  all 
the  sacriflces  and  sufferings  that  have 
been  endured.  If  the  Vatican  really 
is  optimistic  about  the  reception  of 
its  proposals,  the  Vatican  shows  that 
It  is  entirely  out  of  touch  with  the 
sentKnent  of  the  Allies." 

The  Post,  taking  It  for  granted  that 
the  proposals  have  been  inntlgated  by 
Germany,  attributes  the  enemy's  hot 
anxiety  for  an  Immediate  negotiated 
peace  to  a  realisation  that  the  continu- 
ance of  the  war  will  give  her  much 
less  than  such  a  negotiated  peace  be- 
cause she  Will  have  to  face  with  de- 
pleted resources  the  full  weight  of  a 
new  enemy,  the  ITnlted  States,  and  adds 
that  Germany  affecte«l  to  believe  the 
ITnlted  States  as  a  belllirerent  would  not 
count,  but  that  illusion  has  already 
been    shattered. 


PILOT  IS  PUNISHED 


Maa  veils  Raa  Traasport  Meaaier  •■  ■eeks 

Nmt  Hallfss   Has  His  Ueears

HALIFAX,  N.S..  Aug.  16— A  marine 
enquiry  begun  on  Monday  into  the  loss 
near  Portuguese  Cove  a  fortnight  ago 
of  a  transport  steamer  carrying  a 
large  number  of  wounded  soldiers,  all 
of  whom  and  the  vessel's  crew  were 
rescued,  ^as  concluded  Tuesday  after- 
noon. 

The  court,  composed  of  Wreck  Com- 
mlsaioner  Captain  Demers  and  Com- 
manders Wyatt  snd  White,  found  the 
pilot,  who  took  charge  of  the  liner  Just 
a  few  minutes  before  she  crashed  on 
the  rocks,  guilty  of  negligence,  and  or- 
dered  his  licence  cancelled.  The  cap- 
tain was  found  to  have  erred  In  judg- 
ment In  allowing  the  pilot  to  change 
the  course,  but  It  was  an  excusable 
error. 

The  court  ordered  an  enquiry  Into 
the  pilot  system  at  Halifax.

Is  Untimely— Document  in 
His  Own  Handwriting. 


noMK,  Aug.  15.— Tljo  Italian  publlo 
regards  with  rttHfuvor  the  Initiative 
taken  by  the  I'ope  in  putting  forth 
peace  propoHaln. 

Those  commtMitlnR  upon  the  peaos 
message  today  regarded  It  as  espe- 
cially untimely,  coming  as  it  does  at 
the  nipmenl  of  the  active  participation 
of  the  United  Htates  In  the  war,  and 
the  maximum  efforts  of  the  Allies,  in- 
cluding Italian  plans  for  an  Intensive 
Italian   campaign. 

The  peace  proposals  of  Pope  Benedict 
werf<  put  on  paper  entirely  in  his  own 
handwriting.  The  Pope  consulted  Car- 
dinal Oasparri,  Papal  Hecretary  of 
State;  Archbishop,  Ceretti.  Assistant 
Papal  Secretary  of  State,  and  Monslg- 
nor  Tedeschlni,  Papal  Under-Secretary 
of  State,  In  formulatlnir  the  document. 
Archbishop  Ceretti,  who  arrived  re- 
cently from  America,  where  hp  stopped 
on  his  Journey  from  Australia,  now  la 
supervising  the  translation  of  the  com- 
munication   Into    Knglish. 

The  aiornale  d'lUlla  says  the  Papal 
appeal  Is  the  most  Impressive  and  most 
concrete  ever  addressed  to  the  bellig- 
erents, giving  them  the  general  lines 
on  which  peace  negotiations  may  be 
initiated. 

The  Trihuna  expresses  tho  opinion 
that  the  peace  proposals  were  made  on 
Independent  initiative,  and  that  tho 
Entettte  Powers  will  not  feel  In  any 
way  constrained  to  '  acoet>t  thi-m,  al- 
though they  will  receive  them  with  the 
deference  due  the  sender. 

The  Corrlere  d'lUlla.  a  semi-official 
organ  of  the  Vatican,  says  that  in  thn 
court  of  arbitration  destined  to  avoid 
future  conflicts  the  pontinoal  authority 
would  be  worthy  of  being  represented, 
being  a  guarantee  of  the  disinterested 
protection  of  the  Interests  of  the  peo- 
ples.

Poel 
and  cut  up  applea  aa  for  a  pie,  spread 
them  out  on  large  papera  in  the  aun, 
turning  two  or  three  times  a  day;  take 
In  every  nlaht  and  .'n  a  few  ii«.y»  thoy 
will  be  dry  enough  to  keep  foy  Wlntor. 
Then  with  a  big  darnlnir  needl »  thread 
them  on  atring  and  hang  In  kitchen  In 
paper  baga.  For  pluma  break  open, 
take  out  atone  and  dry  the  aame  wu/. 
Barly- apples  and  plums  that  come  free 
from  the  stone  are  the  only  ones  we 
used.  The  sun  would  not  be  hot 
enough  for  late  apples.  We  used  to  dry 
our  fruits  In  this  way  on  the  rocks  at 
old  Oarbally  cottage  when  I  was  a 
girl. 

Mr.  Editor,  am  I  asking  too  much? 
Could  a  column  In  your  paper  be  given 
to  us  women  folk  for  tried  and  true 
household  economics?  I  think  It  would 
be  a  great  help  to  all  of  us  who  are  try- 
ing to  do  our  bit  In  the  way  of  saving 
food  and  avoiding  waste.

Agxlaaltaxal 

Sir, — The  Hon.  Premier  and  the  Hon. 
Minlater  of  Agriculture  both  acknowl- 
edge that  the  basis  of  assessment  In 
vogue  today  on  which  farm  land  Is 
taxed  may  be  unfair  and  out  of  all  pro- 
portion to  farm  land  values.  Farmers 
generally  concede  the  point  that  the 
high  aasessment  has  greatly  added  to 
their  burdena.  ThO  surtax  has  brought 
It  home  to  them  and  led  to  the  preaent 
uproar.* 

The  minlatera  aay  the  Government  of 
the  Province  has  placed  on  the  statute 
book  an  act  authorising"  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  taxation  board  to  Invest  laate 
the  whole  system  of  taxation  and  sug- 
gest revision  where  necessary.  The 
ministers  further  state  that  a  board 
will  be  appointed  at  an  early  date,  and 
It  la  hoped  the  board  will  be  able  to 
report  to  the  Houae  on  this  matter  at 
the   next   session   of   the   Legislature. 

Now,  air,  la  it  rational  to  penallxe  In 
perpetuity  the  act  of  reclaiming  waste 
land  for  the  production  of  foodstuffs 
for  the  people  or  any  other  purpose? 
Such  work  Is  in  the  public  Interest  and 
therefore  ehould  be  subatdlxed,  not 
penal  Itad. 

I  submit  that  the  assessment  of  land 
should  be  baaed  on  the  value  to  the 
public  at  large  of  the  surrounding  land 
mlnua  the  coat  of  improvements,  tak- 
ing into  eonaldaratlon  the  facllltlea  and 
utlllttea  of  the  land  itaelf  and  that  of 
tha  neighborhood.  The  cast  of  clearing 
land  (such  as  we  have  on  Vancouver 
laland  and  coaat  on  the  Mainland)  add- 
ed to  the  value  of  land  In  Its  wild 
atate  pute  the  cost  of  Improved  land 
above  an  agricultural  value  from  Its 
Initial   atage. 

This  fact  alona  should  t^  goad 
grounds  .for  the  exemption  of  the  tax 
on  Improvements.  Other  reaaans  In  the 
public   Interest  there  are  many. 

The  queatlon  of  the  hauls  of  assess- 
ment la  of  vital  Importance  to  the 
farmlnir  Industry,  and  If  farmera  do 
not  take  the  matter  up  at  once  and 
coma  to  aome  agreement  on  the  sub- 
ject and  widely  proclaim  thalr  view, 
thay  will  only  have  themaelves  \t^

INDIA  PHOHIBITS 

GOLD  IMPORTATIONS 

The  Indian  Ordinance  prohibiting  the 
Import  of  gold  except  under  licence,  and 
taking  power  to  acquire  Importa  of  the 
metal,  paying  the  fixed  rate  of  exchange 
for  the  Bovereign,  and  £3,  17s.  lOHd. 
for  a  standard  ounce  of  other  gold,  has 
been  issued  for  the  clearly  approximate 
purpose  of  enabling  the  Government 
of  India  to  get  Into  Its  own  reserves, 
for  the  support  of  exchange,  gold  reach- 
ing the  country  which  mlaht  otherwise 
be  aiverted  to  uses  of  personal  adorn- 
ment. An  ingrained  habit  of  the  Indian 
peasant  la  to  lock  up  his  spare  resources 
in  ••rnaments  of  the  precious  Pietals 
for  the  person  of  wife  and  children. 
Since  he  Is  sharing  to  aome  extent  In 
the  Industrial  boom  the  war  has  created, 
and  has  suffered  little  from  the  rise  in 
food  prices,  the  opportunities  for  the 
exercise  of  the  habit  have  been  greater 
than  uaual.  Objection  haa  not  formally 
been  taken  In  daya  of  peace,  though  this 
problem  of  Indian  hoarding  has  been  a 
aerloua  one.  But  in  existing  clrcum- 
sUnces  the  step  now  taken  by  the  In- 
dian Government,  in  definitely  treating 
gold  aa  a  luxury  for  the  general  con- 
sumer, the  use  of  which  must  be  per- 
emptorily checked,  appeara  the  very 
least  that  could  he  done.

So  far  as  IndU  atlll  adherea  to  the 
habit  of  uaing  metallic  money  It  la 
clearly  right  for  the  Government  to  Uke 
all  means  In  its  power  to  meet  demands 
thence  arising;  and  In  the  judgment  of 
most  qualified  observers  there  baa  not 
been  aofllclent  foreslaht  In  this  direc- 
tion. But  what  la  most  desirable  In  the

Sir  Richard  McBride  was  as  picture- 
esque  a  figure  and  as  engaging  a  peraon- 
allty  aa  ever  appeared  In  Canadian  pub- 
lic life.  He  was  handaoma  In  appear- 
ance and  he  possessed  a  charm  of  man- 
ner which  people  could  not  resist.  He 
waa  ^Premier  of  a  great  Province  at 
38,  and  was  often  spoken  of  aa  the 
future  Prime-Minister  of  tha  Dominion. 
Under  his  leadership  British  Columbia 
rose  to  new  apd  unexpected  levels  of 
proaperity.  Hla  Governmant,  or  rather 
that  of  his  successor,  waa  carried  down 
to  destruction  In  the  collapse  that  came 
with  the  war  and  the  withdrawal  of 
financial  support  from  the  world's  mar- 
kets. His  methods  were  criticised  by 
political  opponents  but  if  the  war  had 
not  come  he  might  still  have  been  tha 
uncrowned  king  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 
It  Is  very  propable  that  his  polltlaal 
downfall  hastened  the  progress  of  the 
disease  which  teVmlattjl  his  life.— To- 
ronto Daily  News. 


When  Sir  Richard  McBride  left  Brit- 
lah Columbia  to  take  up  the  office  of 
commlasionor  for  bis  Province  In  Lon- 
don, he  waa  a  apent  force  in  polltleo.  It 
was  hoped  that  be  had  many  years 
of  usefulness  before  bim  la  a 
quieter  sphere.

Men  Wounded  by  Shrapnel  and 
High  Explosive  Shell,  Bul- 
lets, Concussion  and  Explo- 
sion, Return  to  B.  C.  Homes. 


Seventy  more  war  veteraaa,  almast 
each  one  of  them  with  a  story  to  tell 
of  long  and  haxardooa  service  In  one 
or  another  sector  of  the  Western  front, 
were  In  the  party  which  reached  the 
Coast  Tuesday.  Several  of  their  num- 
ber have  already  arrived  in  Victoria 
to  undergo  convalesfsent  treatment  at 
the  hospital  at  Esquimau  or  Reathaven, 
and-  other  will  make  the  trip  aeroaa 
the  Stralta  during  the  remainder  of  the 
week. 

I<eadlng  the  party  waa  Lieut.  J.  Pbln- 
ney,  who  is  now  on  conducting  duty 
from  Quebec  headquarters.  He  Is  an 
army  man  of  thirty  yeara  standing  and 
when  war  broke  out  he  was  running  a 
farm  near  Saskatoon,  but  the  call  of 
patriotism  reached  him  before  many 
weeks  had  paased  and  for  soma  time 
he  served  in  Prance  with  the  1st  Can- 
adian Mounted  Rifles,  being  wounded  In 
the  leg  and  arm  at  Uemmel,  in  Bel- 
gium.

Sergt.  Bradahaw.  another  mambar  of 
the  party,  left  Victoria  with  the  4nh 
Battalion  was,  whUe  conducting  a  party 
of  men  to  the  front  line  trenchea  at  the 
Tpres  salient  last  June,  wounded  In  tha 
right  shoulder  by  a  piece  of  shrapnel. 
Fl^  of  the  party  were  wounded  at  the 
aame  time,  including  Major  S.  P.  Mc-

left  with  the  48th  Battalion.  Thlj  of- 
ficer later  won  the  D.  S.  O.  and  is  now 
In  command  of  the  railway  troops  at 
Purfleet. 

Pte.  R.  Menzies  Is  another  Victorian. 
He  left  ^Ith  a  draft  of  the  Royal  Can- 
adian Regiment  from  Work  Point,  but 
was  prevented  from  going  to  Franca 
on  aooouwt  «f-  Ma  age.  He  haa  a  son 
now  serving  at  Salonlca  with  the  Stb 
Baae  Hospital  under  Lieut.-Col.  B.  C. 
Hart,   of  Victoria.

In  Victoria  Realnfi  of  Sport, 
Is^  Victim  of  Accident — 
Played  Baseball  Here. 


ntgbt-Lleut.  Ray  Bray,  of  Victoria, 
was  killed  Tuesday  at  Vendome.  France, 
whan  hla  aeroplane  got  ou^  of  control 
and  craahed  to  the  ground  from  a  high 
altitude.  NotMcation  to  thia  effect  waa 
contained  in  a  brief-  message  received 
by  relatives  yesterday. 

Prominent  in  man^  branches  of  ath- 
letics. Lieut.  Bray  leaves  a  host  of 
friends  in  this  city  imo  will  learn  of 
his  death  with  aorrow.  Only  a  few 
(5aya  ago  he  wrote  home  to  aay  that 
he  W8S  keenly  enjoying  his  life  as  an 
aviator  and  the  accompanying  thrills. 
He  had  been  with  the  Naval  Air  Service 
only  four  months,  but  had  already  de- 
monstrated to  his  superiors  that  he  waa 
a  pilot  of  exceptional  ability  and  pro- 
miae. 

Was  Mar  BaU  Mayer 

Twenty  yeara  old.  the  young  ofTicer 
waa  born  in  California  and  was  educated 
In  the  South.  In  1906  he  came  to  Vic- 
toria with  his  parents.  He  was  for 
some  years  employed  as  window  dresser 
and  sign  painter  by  D.  Spencer,  Ltd., 
and  was  later  engaged  with  Mr.  G.  H. 
Blssell.  Before  going  overseas  he  was 
with  the  British  North  America  Paint 
Company.  He  was  regarded  as  one  of 
the  stars  in  the  amateur  baseball  firma- 
ment here,  being  the  leader  of  the  Bap- 
cos  team  and  also  on  several  occasions 
played  flrat  base  for  the  Victoria  all- 
star  team  which  gained  a  long  string  of 
victories  In  the  Summer  of  1913  and 
1914.

He  went  to  England  during  the  >)arly 
months  of  the  war  with  a  draft  of  the 
Array  Medical  Corpa  and  served  as  an 
«mbulanoe  driver  at  Cliveden  Hospital 
before  transferring  io  the  flying  wing. 
Ofricers  in  charge  of  the  ae^lk^  school 
which  Lieut.  Bray  attended  were  much 
Impressed  by  the  progress  which  he 
made  and  the  grasp  which  he  had  of  the 
rudlmenta  of  ^ylng  at  an  early  atage  In 
the  course.  In  passing  his  examinatlona 
he  received  the  mark  V.G.I.  (Very  Good 
Indeed),  and  In  the  altitude  test  he  far 
exceeded  the  height  attained  by  hla  fel- 
low Btudents,  each  of  whom  was  striv- 
ing for  the  record,  in  flying  9,400  feet. 
The  height  required  for  the  cadets  la 
only   6,000    feet.

AllACKS  VALDIIY  OF 
TAKAIiON  MEASURES 


Prominent  Duncan  Resident 
Starts  Court  Action  to  Test 
Status  of  Government  In 
passing  Acts. 


Calling  Into,  quaatlon  the  validity  of 
tho  lealalatlon  paaaed  by  tha  Laglalature 
aince  March  14.  1911.  and  advancing  in 
aupport  of  bla  claim  the  aame  legal  ar- 
gument that  waa  advanced  In  the 
Brewater  writ.  Mr.  Trevor  Keene.  a 
prominent  raaident  of  tha  Duncan  dla- 
trlct,  haa  InaUtuted  action  to  prove  that 
the  preaant  adminlatratlon  oannot 
legally  tmpoae  any  taxaUon  maaaur^ju 
especially  the  recent  amendmenta  to  the 
Taxation  Act  and  tho  Bur-Tax  Act  Act. 
under  which  substantial  Increases  In 
taxation  upon  the  farmina  class,  with 
other  Interesta  of  the  Province,  are  im- 
poaed. 

Taaterday  Mr.  Keene.  throuah  hie  so- 
Ucltor.  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Miller  of  thia 
city,  caused  a  writ  to  be  issued  aKainst 
William  John  Bowaer.  Harlen  Carey 
Brewster  and  J.  W.  deB.  Farrla.  Ho 
asks  the  taxation  measurea  paaaed  by 
the  preaent  Oovemmaot  be  declared 
Illegal,  that  there  shaU  be  an  account- 
ing of  moneys  paid  to  the  three  defend- 
anta  by  way  of  aalaries,  which,  he  aa- 
aerts,  have  been  illeaally  paid  to  them, 
for  a  judgment  directing  that  such 
money  be  repaid  to  the  Province,  and 
for  an  injunction,  presumably  to  pre- 
vent a  conUnuation  of  the  alleged 
Ulegal  actions.        ' 

The  action  instituted  by  Mr.  Keene 
comes  very  shortly  after  a  spirited 
meeting  held  last  Saturday  night  at 
Cowichan  Station,  at  which  keen  criti- 
cism of  the  Government's  action  in  levy- 
ing additional  heaVSr  uxatlon  upon  the 
farmers  waa  directed  against  Hon.  John 
Oliver,  Minister  of  Agriculture,  who  waa 
preaent  at  the  meeting  la  bis  CApacity 
of  minister  and  at  the  request  of  tho 
residents  of  the  district  Mr.  Keene 
looked  horns  with  the  minister  and  the 
discussion  waa  exceedingly  warm,  not 
to  say   strenuous  at   times. 

■napaot  Uqnor  Zatarasta 

Just  what  motiev  animates  Mr.  Keene 
in  bringing  his'  action  is  not  apparent. 
The  Issuance  of  the  writ  was  tha  tallc 
of  the  Legislative  corridors  yesterday, 
and  comment  among  Government  sup- 
portera  indicated  that  they  saw  a  nlg- 
gtr  In  the  wood  pile.  They  professed  to 
see  in  the  baclcground  the  hand  of  the 
liquor  Interests  making  an  effort  to 
use  the  threat  of  legal  action  as  a  club 
against  the  Government  to  prevent  the 
bringing  Into  effect  of  a  prohibition 
law. 

Mr.  BowtFer  Is  brought  into  the  case 
as  a  defendant  on  the  ground  of  the 
alleged  illegal  action  of  the  late  ad- 
ministration in  making  over-paymentn 
to  the  P.  G.  K.  Railway  Company  from 
oJt  of  the  trust  funds  In  which  were 
held  the  proceeds  of  the  money  secured 
by  the  Province  through  the  sale  of 
the  bonds  of  the  compiany  guaranteed 
by  the  Province.  Why  the  leader  of 
the  Oppooltion  should  be  named  as  a 
defendant  is  not  certain,  but,  as  was 
the  aim  of  Premier  Brewster  In  thn 
writ  issued  by  him  last  year,  Mr.  Bow- 
ser 1m  to  be  made  to  account  for  |18,- 
000.000.  more  or  lean,  that  Mr.  Keeno 
CeclareH  was  illegally  handed  o\er  to 
the  P.   G.   E. 

Aa  for  the  Government  Mlniaters 
named  as  deferidants.  It  is  Mr.  Keene'fl 
claim  that  they  are  not  legally  sitting, 
ar  the  1916  session  terminated  at  mid- 
night. March  H,  of  that  year,  that  all 
legislation  passed  after  that  date,  which 
Irioluded'  the  prohibition  referendum  act 
*lth  others,  waa  illegal;  that  all  legis- 
l.ition  passed  at  the  recent  session  is 
illegal,  and  all  salaries  paid  to  minis: 
ters,  members  of  the  legislature,  etc., 
hAve   been   illegally  paid. 

In  abort,  the  very  point  which  wap 
raised  jn  the  Brewster  writ  Is  the  chief 
point  at  issue  In  the  present  action. 
Presumably  Mr.  Keene  will  carry  hi* 
action  through  to  a  conclusion.  His 
statement  of  claim  Ir  as  follows:

MEMORIAL  TO  THE 

MEMORY  OF  CALVIN 

The  transfer  to  Geneva  of  the  monu- 
ment to  the  Reformation,  of  which  tha 
foundation  atone  was  laid  in  July,  1909, 
the  400th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Calvin,   has   now   been   completed. 

The  monument,  which  Is  the^ork  of 
four  Swiss  architects  and  tw<^!yrench 
sculptors,  standa  on  the  promenade  still 
called  the  Bastions  as  being  on  the  site 
of  part  of  the  ancient  fortifications.  11 
represents  the  sector  of  a  rampart  a 
hundred  metres  (330  feet)  long,  with  a 
moat  filled  with  water.  The  name  of 
Luther  and  Zwingil  are  carved  on  it 
conspicuously,  and  in  the  centre  are  col- 
ossal statutea  of  Faral,  Calvin.  Besa, 
and  Knox.  On  tlie  other  side  are  ata- 
tues  of  eminent  men  of  various  coun- 
tries whose  names  are  associated  with 
the  Reformation.  Cromwell  repreaant- 
ing  England  and  Roger  Williams  Amer- 
ica. Betweei^  theae  atatnaa  are  baa- 
reliefs  of  hiatorlcal  aoenea  and  monu- 
mental Inacrlptlons.  Cranmer  and  OU- 
vetan  (the  publisher  of  the  first  Swiaa 
Bible)  will  ba  added  later  In  reheta  on 
the  lateral  flighta  of  the  atepa. 

The  "Wall  of  Geneva"  will  doubtleaa 
become  aa  well  known  and  aa  muoh 
vlaited  aa  the  Lion  of  Lucerne.

CLAIMS  IHAI  "WLIS" 
TAMPERED  WUH  VOIES 


Profiibition  Scrutineer  Says 
Commission's  Report  Only 
Touches  on  Fringe  of  Facts 
-^Wants  Debate  in  House. 


Mr.  W.  D.  Bayley.  the  "dry"  oeru- 
tineer  of  the  aoldiera*  vote  la  France, 
and  tha  man  to  whom  prohibitlonlata 
givo  aU  tho  glory  for  the  oxpoaur*  of 
the  "faka  vote"  in  England  and  Franc* 
In  the  Brltia^  ColumbU  prohibition 
referendum  laat  year,  gave  jtart  of  the 
atOry  of  hla  experlencea  ovaraaaa  dur- 
ing the  thirteen  montha  he  waa  on  the 
work  in  the  Flrat  Presbyterian  Church 
laat  night. 

He  reviewed  tha  aenaatlonal  featuraa 
of  tha  Whitealde-Paullno-Melaon  Invea- 
tlgatlng  commlaalon'a  report  which 
recommends  tho  rejection  of  4,697  of  tha 
S.SO(  aoldiera'  votea  taken  Qveraeaa, 
thua  leaving  a  clear  majority  for  pro- 
hibition on  the  referendum.  He  alao 
read  parta  of  the  evidence  taken  by  tho 
commlaalon,  but  not  Inoluded  In  the  re- 
port , 

"I  am  aorry  that'  the  report  of  tha 
oommlaaion  waa  not  challenged  in  tho 
Legialatura  yesterday,"  aald  Mr.  Bayley. 
"I  would  like  to  have  aeen  a  debate  on 
It,  for  the  report  of  the  commission 
is  only  the  fringe  of  what  the  commia. 
alon  knowa.  And  what  they  know  is 
only  a  fringe  of  what  I  know  and  what 
I  know  la  only  the  fringe  of  what  Lieut. 
Tulk  and  Jimmy  Anderson  know. 
OeULlen  Tlottaaaed 

"Who  did  the  dirty  workT  Do  you 
think  It  was  the  aoldiera  or  the  fifty- 
eight  dead  men  because  someone  put  In 
their  votes?  Do  not  blame  the  sol- 
diers because  of  the  flctitioua  ballots 
or  the  ballots  that  were  torn  up.  But 
wo  are  accuaing  certain  agents  of  the 
liquor  traffic  of  plugging  and  robbing 
the  men  who  have  gone  overseas  to 
fight  for  us.  of  their  franchise."        

Mr.  Bayley  urged  th*  necessity  of  the 
adoption  of  prohibition  at  thin  session 
of  the  Legislature  to  have  the  Province 
ready  for  the  soldiers  when  they  come 
back  from  the  war. 

"The  boys,  coming  back  wUl  be  tired 
and  they  will  want  a  big  blowout,"  he 
went  on.  "They  will  have  a  little 
money  with  them.  The  beet  thing  you 
can  do  for  them  la  to  make  conditions 
here  such  that  they  will  have  the 
chance  to  keep  a  little  of  their  money 
for  a  fresh  start.  It  Is  up  to  ua  to  see 
that  these  bloodsuckers  of  the  liquor 
traffic  don't  get  the  chance  to  blee4  our 
returning  soldiers  of  every  cent  they 
have. 

"Three  months  after  you  have  had 
prohibition  here  there  will  be  a  great 
awing  of  men  who  opposed  prohibition, 
but  who,  having  seen  It  working,  will 
awifig  to  the  other  aide  to  help  support 
tho  Government  and  In  Ita  enforce- 
ment and  carrying  it  out." 

One   Teto,   One  Beev 

Mr.  Bayley  declared  that  in  tackling 
the  aoldiers'  vote  the  "wets"  started 
out  with  the  avowed  intention  of  going 
the  limit  to  overcome  the  6,090  major- 
ity that  had  been  rolled  up  for  prohi- 
bition by  the  citlxen  vote  In  British 
Columbia.  Ha  said  that  when  the  polls 
were  to  have  been  legally  closed  at 
the  end  of  December.  1916,  the  "wets" 
thought  that  it  would  be  well  for  them 
to  have  a  few  more  hundred  votes  in 
their  favor  to  make  aura. 

Thla  resulted  In  tha  opening  of  a 
poll  during  the  first  week  in  January 
at  Rpsom  CTonvaleacent  Hoapital  under 
(Rest.  Sergt.-Major  Lonergan.  Here 
men  who  had  voted  at  other  places  and 
at  other  times,  were  lined  up  and  told 
that  the  fl^st  vote  had  been  railed  off 
and  they  had  to  vote  again.  At  thi* 
poll,  according  to  the  sworn  testimony 
of  Cpl.  Wmiam  Harrison  Welah,  lOSnd 
Battalion,  of  Vancouver,  there  waa  a 
big  line-up  of  men  who  voted  for  tbr<>* 
or  four  days.  This  was  after  the  poll 
had  legally  closed  on  December  31  nnd 
was  done  without  prohibition  scrutin- 
eers having  a  chance  to  be  pyresent.  The 
men  were  IlnM)  up  and  at  the  improv- 
ised poll  "were  going  around  Just  aa 
fast  as  they  could  and  ]|f>u  would  walk 
paat  the  one  desk  and  they  would  hand 
you  an  envelope  and  two  tteketa  ind 
you  wonld  go  up  to  the  ofhar  desk 
and  give  It  up." 

Mr.  Bayley  quoted  Cpl.  Welsh  as  fel- 
lows In  anawer  to  a  question  from  tha 
Commtaslon  as  to  whether  there  waa 
any  "Inducement"  for  the  men  to  ao  up 
and  vote;.  "I  noticed  that  they  had 
aaveral  cases  of  baer  and  as  soon  aa 
everybody  voted  they  could  have  » 
bottle  of  beer  if  they  wished." 

Mr.  Bayley  went  on  to  point  out  t^t 
the  "wets"  had  smuggled  liquor  Into 
a  convalescent  hospital  Contrary  to  mU- 
Itary  and  medical  regulations,  «b  that 
every  time  a  man  wanted  a  drink  all 
he  a-ould  have  to  do  waa  to  go  up  and 
vote  and  have  a  bottle  of  beer  given 
him.

Torquay,  on  the  aouth  coast  of  Devon, 
Is  a  very  beautiful  -and  Intcreatlng 
place.  It  occupies  a  obve  on  the  north 
side  of  Tor  Bay,  from  which 'or  rather 
from  the  hills  above  the  watering  place 
derives  Its  name.  LQiia  age  there  was 
a  famous  monastery  on  Tor  Bay,  and 
more  recently  William  of  Orange  landed 
at  the  village  when  tho  English  called 
him  to  take  the  throne  of  his  wife's 
father.  When  England  and  France  were 
at  war,  the  sheltered  bay  waa  often  a 
naval  rendesvous. 

About  tha  beginning  of  ths  nineteenth 
century.  Us  beautiful  scenery  and  Its 
mild  and  equable  climate  attracted  the

Torquay  became  a  health  report,  espeei- 
ally  for  consumptive  patlenta  It  grow 
rapidly,  and  has  ever  since  l>een  popu- 
lar. Scientists  have  found  in  the  neigh- 
borhood fossils  and  other  prehistoric  rb- 
mains  of  great  Intereat. 

To  this  beautiful  and  inUroating  place 
the  Hoit  Mrs.  Buras  has  Uhen  wounded 
soldiers.  She  has  a  hospiUl  of  her  own, 
and  there  patlenta  have  a  good  chance 
of  reoovery.  Her  husband,  who  Is  a 
membar  of  Parliament,  is  now  a  colonel 
In  the  army,  so  that  In  different  wayg 
husband  and  wife,  like  many  ether 
-eouples  are  serving  thel  country. 

A  WoadoafU  Work. 

Perhaps  no  more  wonderful  achieve- 
ment has  been  made  In  this  century 
than  that  which  has  been  aocompliahed 
by  volunt;eer  teachers  In  the  rural  die- 
tricts  of  Kentucky.  Alabama.  Oklahoma, 
I'orth  Carolina,  Missisatppl.  New  Mex- 
ico, Iowa.  Maryland.  California  and 
twenty-two  other  sUtes  as  it  Is  de- 
scribed by  Cora  Stewart  in  The  Chris- 
tian Herald. 

The  census  ef  1910  showed  that  in  the 
United  States  there  w'ere  Ave  and  a  half 
millions  of  illiterate  men  and  women 
In  the  country.  These  were  not  all  ta 
be  found  amen*  Immigrants.  Throagh  a 
combination  of  circumstances  the  op- 
portunities of  education  had  been  denied 
the  native  bom  who  lived  In  the  states 
mentioned  and  in  fthers. 

The  imagination  of  good  people  In 
some  *f  the  communities  was  stirred 
and  It  waa  determined  that  from  Ken- 
tucky the  reproach  of  Illiteracy  should 
be  wiped  away.  The  task  was  not  aa 
easy  one.  These  men  and  women  who 
could  neither  read  nor  write  lived  large- 
)y  In  mountain  districts.  Their  homes 
were  widely  separated,  and  they  tham- 
eelves  more  widely  divided  by  the  Jeal- 
ousies and  prejudices  due  to  Ignorance 
and  isolaUon. 

But  the  apostles  of  enlightenment 
were  not  to  be  daunted.  They  went 
among  the  people,  and  their  leader,  Mlas 
Cora  Wilson  Stewart  tells  us  that: 

"Their  appeal  wa«  answered  by  open- 
ing at  nlgibt  the  doors  of  the  schools 
all  over^the  country,  where  volunteer 
teachers  not  only  greeted  them  with 
welcomlnk  emUes,  but  went  out  after 
them  andUtrought  them  In.  A  few  were 
exp^ted^ut  twelve  hundred  came.  Not 
all  of  theae  were  illiteratea  Some  were 
seml-illtterates  and  aome  were  half-edu- 
cated folk,  desiring  better  things.  They 
learned  ama«lngly--flrst  to  write  their 
namea,  of  course.  This  was  easy  of 
accomplishment.  It  was  usually  learned 
the  nrst  evening.  Then  to  write  the^r 
own  letters  and  to  read  the  BlBle  and 
the  newspaper  aoemed  their  chief  aspir- 
ations. 

"They  achieved  these  so  quickly  that 
It  seemed  almost  miraculous.  When  a 
womai^  In  Rowan  County  wrote  me  her 
nrst  walks'  letter  after  but  two  weeks' 
instruction  and  practise.  I  thought  It 
remarkable  but  so  many  have  written 
since  then,  after  but  alx  or  aeven  evan- 
Inga  In  school,  that  her  achievement  now 
seems  Inslgnlflcant.  They  did  not  mere- 
ly read,  they  devoured  booka.  In  three 
sessions,  with  active  campaigning  and 
leseons  given  at  home  to  such  as  would 
not  or  could  not  come,  eleven  hundred 
Illiterates  w^e  taught  to  read  and  write. 
The  remaining  few  In  the  couaty. 
throe  in  number,  wore  caUloguad.  When 
the  aiek,  the  blind,  the  imbeciles  and 
epileptics  were  deducted,  only  six  who 
had  the  capacity  for  learning  were  left; 
four,  who  had  etubboraty  refused  to 
learn,  and  two,  who  had  moved  In  aa 
the  seeaion  closed.  But.  even  thia  pio- 
neer record,  once  so  proudly  told,  aoema 
inconsequential  now;  for  another  moun- 
Uln  county  has  surpasaed  It  by  teach- 
ing fourteen  hundred  In  two  sessions, 
and  In  the  lowlands  one  teacher  single- 
handed,  redeemed  In  one  aesstoa  sev- 
enty-five  i" 

Tho  Legielatnre  of  the  aUte  three 
years  ago  founded  an  illiteracy  com- 
mission ta  eatend  the  "moonlight 
schools"  to  every  ooetlon  of  the  sute. 
but  It  Is  impesalble  that  such  work 
should  be  nald  for,  and  volunteers  are 
ready  to  carry  it  oa. 

"Hie  Mtory  Is  not  without  significance 
to  the  people  of  Canada.  Hard  work 
and  hard  condltlona  of  living  ara  par- 
enta  of  illiteracy.-  It  Is  not  eaay  for 
nearly  arrtrod  Immigrants  to  support 
themselves  aad  to  oend  their  children  to 
eehoola  ovea  When  they  are  provtfied. 
Wetffear  aomothiag  of  the  Igaoraaeo  of 
large  commOalttea  oa  the  prairies  aad 
thetr  want  Of  kaowlodge  ta  a  meaaco. 
The  people  of  British  Columbia  caaaot 
be  tee  thaakful  to  tha  aoeeaaalve  gov- 
emmoau  wte  Imro  aMiataiaed.  ooa»- 
ttmeo  la  faeo  ef  atroag  opgaaltloa.  tko 
policy  of  eaubilahlag  aad  awiatatalag 
schools  ta  tho  aioat  roaaato  diatrteta  aa 
«*ii  as  In  praapiiaaa  eoouaualttca 

Cpoa  weisa  la  oar  own  aad  otbor 
rttioo  tho  oaaaipto  t  Mioa  Stowarrs 
•elf -deny lac  labors  aad.  tlMOO  of  iMr 
follewera  should  not  be  laac  Wbo  eaiitag 
tha  edaealed  woaMa  of  oar  own  eliy  u 
ta 
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fellow-cltlsens  aa  ahe  haa  done?  This 
year  our  playgrounds  needed  supervla- 
ors.  There  are  hundreds  of  young  wo- 
men who  could.  If  they  would,  have 
given  their  aervioea  to  the  children. 
There  are  among  ua  yeuag  gtrla  who 
are  going  astray  for  want  of  symi>a- 
thetio  leadersw^  and  wise  teaching. 
The  enlightening  of  the  old  people  is  a 
gfeat  work,  but  that  of  helloing  the 
children  is  not  leso  important. 


A  Vow  Tooattoa. 

In  the  current  issue  of  The  Literary 
Digest  there  is  an  article  of  special  in- 
tereat to  mothers.  The  proper  care  of 
children's  teeth  is  new  s^  expensive 
that  many  parents  negleot  it  It  is  now 
proposed  that  the  work  of  ^tental  doaa* 
Ing  and  the  discovery  of  defects  shall 
be  given  over  to  thoae  willing  to  work 
cheaply,  and  It  is  proposed  that  soldiers 
partially  disabled  shall  be  trained  to 
undertake  such  work.  The  author  of 
the  plan  Is  Frank  B.  Oalbreth.  and  ef- 
ficiency engineer,  and  ho  outlined  his 
plan  In  a  paper  at  a  oonfercnoe  lately 
in  the  following  paragrapha: 

"In  this  age  of  destruction  there  Is 
great  need  of  conservation,  and  no  con- 
servation la  so  necessary  as  that  of  hu- 
man beings.  With  the  constant  de- 
struction of  mea  in  tha  Great  War  lias 
come  the  pressing  need  of  conserving 
and  usina  tho  cripples,  both  war  crip- 
ples and  Industrial  cripples. 

"We  may  place  the  cripple  by  .  .  . 
ohanglng  his  work  ...  or  we  may 
place  a  cripple  at  some  new  work;  such 
as  dental  nursing,  that  has  never  bean 
done  to  the  degree  needed. 

"Dental  nursing  may  be  daflned  as 
that  part  of  prophylactic  treatment  of 
tha  teeth  that  eaa  be  done  by  a  person 
without  a  complete  dental  training, 
namely,  the  pollahing  of  the  teeth  by 
hand  with  stick  and  pumice. 

"There  is  a  world-wide  lack  of  knowl- 
edge as  to  the  ralatlona  of  sound  teeth 
to  good*  health.  America  is  recognised 
as  the  leader  in  the  profession  of  den- 
tistry. American  dentiets  are  recog- 
nised throughout  the  world  as  being,  as 
a  class,  the  moat  export  practitio^rs 
in  all  branches  wf  dentistry,  thourh 
other  countries  are  now  also  coming  to 
the  front  in  this  great  human  work. 

"in  spite  of  the  areat  work  of  the  den- 
tist, even  here  in  America  and  still 
more  abroad,  the  care  of  teeth  is  gen- 
erally looked  upon  too  often  by  the  pub. 
lie  as  simply  concerning  appearance, 
beauty,  and  comfort  or  speed  in  the  pro- 
cess of  mastication,  rather  than  aa  the 
most  Important  factor  of  good  health, 
while  the  dentist  Is  too  often  Interested 
primarily  in  nillng  cavities  rather  than 
preserving  the  tooth  aa  a  whole.  The 
greater  productive  efficiency  resulting 
from  the  natural  ua«  of  all  of  oae'a 
teeth  remains  alnfost  unappreciated.  It 
is  natural;  this  being  the  general  view- 
point, that  care  of  the  teeth,  or  dental 
treatment,  la  often  classed  aa  a  luxury 
rather  than  a  necessity.  The  high  cost 
of  dentistry  practically  makes  such 
treatment  a  luxury  at  present.  .   ,  . 

"Thel  work  of  the  dentist  Is  expen- 
sive, and  must  necessarily  be.  The  high 
cost  of  dentistry  is 'not  surprising,  nor 
Is  the  profession  to  be  blamed  for  it. 
Tha  training  for  tha  profeaalon  Is  long, 
arduous  and  expensive— aad  much  of 
the  work  Involves  costly  materials,  ai> 
wall  as  time,  and  provides  problems 
requiring  no  end  of  education,  experience, 
and  the  highest  grade  of  skill.  Dentist- 
ry provides  an  unlimited,  satisfying 
field  for  the  mechanical  genius.  How 
are  we  to  provide  proper  pay  for  such 
work,  ygl  insure  neceseary  treatment  to 
the  average  wage-earner? 

'The  answer  Is  this:   - 

"y.  By  functloqallxing  the  work  of 
the  dentist 

"i.  By  having  the  trained  expert  to 
do  the  skilled  work  only, 

"3.  By  t/atning  low-priced  workers  to 
do  such  parts  of  the  work  as  require 
less  skill. 

"The  resulU  of  the  funotlonalUatlon 
win  be: 

"1.  Reduction  of  the  cost  of  cleaning 
the  teeth. 

"2.  Clean,  which  means  sound,  or 
'near-sound,'  teeth  within  the  reach  of 
all. 

"3.  Leas  need  of  costly  work  l>y  the 
man  unable  to  afford  it 

"4.  Savings  that  can  be  devoted  to 
such  work,  if  it  bo  needed. 

"«.  Better  health  and  added  efllclaney. 
,  "«.  New  work  for  the  denui  nurses, 
the  cleaners  of  teeth.   .    .   . 

"Dental  nursing  will  ifrovlda  a  new 
vocation,  and  at  the  same  time  provide 
for  supplying  a  community  need.  It  will 
take  no  work  from  theoo  who  need  It 
Rather  It  win  relieve  an  overworked 
profession  of  low-priced  and  low-skilted 
work.  Moreover,  being  t>ased,  aa  iflb. 
on  motion  study  and  fatigue  study,  it 
will  supply  at  the  aama  time  occupation 
and  Interest,  those  fundamenul  needs 
of  the  crippled  eoldiora  la  all  eoaatrlea 
and  at  all  timoa."

Gas  Problem  Here  Learn  of 
Subsfitutlon  of  Petrol  for 
Motor  Cars. 


Elxperta  at  the  City  Mail,  working  un- 
der Mayor  Todd's  orders,  are  still  busy 
on  the  proposal  for  the  establlahaiant  of 
a  municipal  gas  worha  and  the  aoing  of 
gaa  inatead  ef  gaaolino  aa  fuel  for  a 
battery  af  large  motor  buaoea  to  handle 
tho  tranapertation  aeeda  of  the  otty. 

Attention  is  being  given  at  the  City 
Hall  to  a  proaa  oable  dispatch  Just  ro> 
celvod  from  lioadon  4eallag  with  tho 
substitution  of  ooal  gaa  for  petrol  or 
gaaolino  for  nrntor  oara. 

English  m^toriata  are  on  the  verge  of 
aolving  the  problem  of  finding  a  aabatl* 
tute  for  gaeoUne.  saya  the  oable.  Light- 
ing gas.  the  ordinary  kind  that  Is  aup< 
plied  in  hundreds  of  cttlea  and  towns 
throughout  the  country,  has  been  found 
to  be  more  economical  and  Just  as  effi- 
cient aa  gaooline.  The  only  treubla  la 
in  flndinr  a  container  for  the  gas.  and 
even  that  obstaele  will  aooa  bo  over- 
come. 

There  are  a  groat  number  of  commttr- 
clal  cara  being  operated  by  gaa  in  vari- 
oua  parte  of  Bagland  today.  They  are 
equipped  with  atrong  canvaa  baga  with 
rubber  iasortion,  which  render  them  wa- 
ter and  gas-tight  The  hago  will  hold 
460  cubic  feet  of  gaa.  and  are  ropod  or 
strapped  to  the  top  of  the  cara  By 
praoUcal  teats  it  haa  been  found  that 
250  cubic  feet  of  ga^  will  r«n  a  mator 
as  far  aa  one  gallon  of  gaaolino. 
Voad  «o  Bi^lai  Cbaajea 

A  number  of  years  age  coal  gas  was 
successfully  used  by  motor  factories  in 
bench  testa  They  found  It  cheaper  to 
uae  thia  gaa  than  to  aupply  the  benehea 
with  gaaolino.    It  waa  net  thought  then, 

that  gaa  would  booowe  tho  popular  fuel 
for  motor  oara.  But  la  the  laat  year 
British  motor  drivers  have  been  forced 
to  abandon  their  oara  altogether  or 
scrape  along  with  a  tiny  quaatlty  af 
aaaoline  rationed  out  to  them  by  tho 
Committee  for  Petrol  Control.  The  ex- 
periments of  running  on  gaa  t>egan  last 
year,  and  today  users  of  the  new  fuel 
say  without  haaiution  that  it  la  Juet  aa 
good  aad  cheaper  than  the  old  fuel. 

Conclusive  proofa  have  boon  found 
that  gas  ean  l»e  used  to  run  any  motor 
car  engine  safely  and  without  altering 
the  car  In  any  way.  The  fitting  of  a  gaa 
feed  pipe  affects  the  operation  of  the 
carbureter  mo  little  that  if  desired,  a 
motor  can  be  run  alternately  on  gaao- 
lino and  coal  ga«  without  any  changea 
in  the  meohanleal  parts. '  The  gaa  is 
conveyed  to  a  point  Just  above  the  en- 
gine throttle,  and  an  ordinary  cock  doae 
to  the  engine  oupplles  the  control,  open- 
ing and  closing  according  to  the  ai>ced 
of  the  engine. 

OoatalMCS  BnXkir 

The  only  troublooomo  part  of  adapt- 
ing coal  gaa  to  a  motor  is  the  Inconven- 
ience of  carrying  gaa  coatainera  which 
are  at  praaent  haa\*y  and  bulky.  Heavy 
contalncra.  thoae  uaod  for  compresaed 
coal  gaa  are  out  of  the  queatlon,  aa  it 
would  require  gas  cylinders  containing 
1,<60  pounds  to  carry  the  equivalent  of 
three  gallons  of  gaaollae.  While  the  in- 
ventora  are  getting  busy  on  methoda  of 
building  containers,  the  motorists  are 
using  the  canvas  bag  with  the  rubber 
lining.  This  may  be  recharged  from 
any  gas  supply— «  Jet  in  any  houae  la 
sufllclent — and  It  .carries  enough  to  run 
thirty  or  forty  miles.  When  full  tho 
bag  is  actually  lighter  than  air,  and  ita 
shape  givee  an  Immediate  iadlcatloa  of 
the  remaining  supply. 

From  a  financial  point  of  view  the  use 
of  coal  gas  is  a  real  advantage  to  the 
motorist.  One  car  which  is  run  between 
London  and  l^stbeurne.  a  distance  ef 
seventy-five  miles,  requires  4,M0  cubic 
feet  of  coal  gas  for  tha  round  trip,  and 
this  amount  costs  It  ahlUlngs  (approxi- 
mately $3.?t).  Gaooline  for  the  same 
trip  would  cost  (3,  or  about  |10.  At 
this  ratio  coal  gas  at  Is.  Sd.  a  thouaand 
feat  Is  equivalent  to  gaaolino  at  Iftd.  a 
gallon  (39  cents).  Even  this  ratio  is 
based  on  the  highest  prices  for  coal  gas. 
In  many  places  in  England  the  cost 
would  be  materially  reduced  owing  to 
the  lower  rataa  for  gas. 

Bustnaaa  houaes  that  have  oaveral 
motor  trueka  In  operation  have  watched 
with  diamay  their  dwindling  allowance 
of  gaaolino.  The  control  committee  Is 
obgurate,  aad  no  amount  of  peranaslen 
Is  sufficient  to  sguooso  out  a  elngle  gal- 
lon over  the  allowance  nude.  Such 
business  houses  have  roduced  their  mile- 
age to  comply  with  the  amount  of  gaao- 
lino, but  there  is  no  neeeaotty  for  the 
reduction.  They  could  easily  buy  a  gas 
bagr,  strap  it  to  the  top  of  the  car,  and 
operate  their  oara  Just  as  they  did  in 
pre-war  daya.  and  at  the  aamo  time  not 
feel  that  they  were  unpatriotic. 

There  has  boon  a  groat  doal  of  erltl- 
clsm  of  motor  users  who  attempted  to 
circumvent  the  control  commlttea.  The 
objeot  of  thia  eommitteo  le  not  to  atop 
the  use  of  motors  altogether,  but  to  con- 
serve the  supply  so  the  machines  used 
In  the  preoeeutlon  of  the  war  msy  not 
be  delayed.  Far  from  being  unpatriotio 
to  use  coal  gas,  the  progreaa  of  tho  war 
will  actually  be  aided,  beoauoo  far  each 
thoneand  feet  of  gaa  used  there  is  a  pro- 
portionate amount  of  beaaol.  toluol  gag 
other  sulMtanees  prodaeod  that  go '  if 
factories  where  high  osploalvea  ara 
made. 

When  the  auoeoaa  attained  by  aaera 
of  coal  gaa  in  motors  becomes  wUMy 
known  it  Is  probable  aMuiaflMtttrors 
win  bo  preaood  for  email  gaa  baga  for 
private  cara  One  eoncern,  known  wide- 
ly for  the  automobile  tiroo  It  produoes. 
is  already  working  on  gaa  bags  which 
can  be  adapted  to  small  cara  A  num- 
ber of  gas  plants  have  placed  taps  out- 
side their  offices  for  the  convetileaee  of 
commercial  cara.  and  the  day  la  n-*t  far 
distant  when  private  cars  will  be  i-alng 
tha  taps  quite  aa  froqaoatly  as  the 
heavy  truohs.

D«ke  ef  Arayn*a  «aaly  to  the  BUIiopa 


To  tho  Editor  of  The  Dally  Telegraph. 

Sir:— The  blahopa  have  been  hasten- 
ing from  their  belfries,  eopeciaUy  after 
aa  adoouatb  number  of  murdera  have 
been  done  in  ebme  air  raid,  to  warn  us 
against  any  similar  act  which  might  In- 
convenience the  Qer man's.  It  has  been 
widely  remarked  by  all  classes  that 
since  the  win-  began  tho  bishops  have 
hardly  made  ono  soaalble  renmrk  about 
it  and  laat  week  tbo  chaplain  of  one  of 
the  northern  bishops  at  last  decided 
"that  tho  timea  are  deeply  apoealyp- 
tle."  Delphi  was  aa  luminous.  A  deep 
gulf  divides  the  splendid  utterances  of 
the  archbishops  of  France  when  tl«ey 
speak  to  ^helr  flocke  on  the  war,  from 
tbo  Insipid  and  often  mischievous  dis- 
courses of  the  English  hierarchy.  The 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  In  quest  of 
an  up-to-date  "stateamanship,"  pro- 
teated  from  a  auppoaed  theolorical  and 
moral  pedeatal  affalnut  the  use  of  aas 
la  warfare.  beln«  apparently  willing 
that  the  army  ahould  have  ono  or  both 
arms  tied  In  lighting  rather  than  that 
the  (luibblina  consciences  of  the  Episco- 
pate should  be  seared.  Since  then,  and 
before  he  had  time  to  protoat  again, 
another  German  device,  liquid  fire,  had 
in  Ita  turn  been  uaed  againat  them. 
The  recent  air  raids  have  given  the 
Primate  and  his  followers  a  fresh  op- 
portunity for  Interfering  la  what  Is 
a  purely  military  queetion.  vis.,  the 
eventual  employment  of  counter-raids 
or  reprisals,  if  and  when  we  have  suf* 
Aolent  machines  to  spare  for  the  pur- 
pose Petitions  sre  being  circulated,  to 
which  are  appended  the  namea  of  many 
occupants  of  English  Sees  againat  "re- 
prisals." Amongst  the  other  signa- 
tories are  U>e  usual  people  who  always 
sign  any  petition,  and  writers  who  have 
never  i>eea  rlaht  about  any  of  the  toplca 
oa  which  they  are  "experta" 

Prelates  selected  for  their  proficiency 
In  dead  languages,  and  to  whom  ocience 
Is  a  bewildering  subject  and  highly 
"apocalyptic,"  have  the  utmost  dlRlculty 
In  realialng  the  enormous  progress  which 
aviation  haa  reached,  and  the  increas- 
ing dangers  which  our  civil  popula- 
tion will  have  to  Incur  before  tha  war 
Is  over.  Few,  if  any  of  them,  and 
least  of  all  the  Primate,  have  arasped 
that  it  la  more  than  likely  that  it  will 
be  by  future  measures  taken  in  tha 
air  that  the  war  on  Western  front  will 
be  eventually  won.  If  they  doabt  this 
let  them  talk  to  any  Intelligent  Inven- 
tor or  mechanic  (to  whom  the  clas- 
sics may  be  a  sealed  aook),  but  wheae 
viaion  is  perhaps  the  the  clearer  for 
that  want.  Qraated  that  In  tho  com- 
ing months  or  years  of  the  war  we 
have  a  aafflelent  number  of  aero- 
planee  ta  spare  for  the  purpose,  and 
are  able  with  them  to  roach  olmllar 
objectives  to  those  the  Germans  in 
their  raids  have  attaobed  here,  ara  tho 
Primate  and  bishops  going  to  deny  the 
thoy  see  St,  to  attack  those  objectives 
because  women  and  children  may  be 
killed   as   ours  have   bean   here? 

,  When  whole  nations  are  at  war,  as  is 
now  the  caae,  the  Archbishop  and  other 
confused  thinkers  aro  too  cautiouo  to 
have  openly  defined  what  th,ey  conalder 
are  mlllUry  objectlvea  If  tbey  are 
candid  Ibt  them  do  so  and  leave  all  this 
talk  about  the  doctrine  of  inuntten 
aloMO.  They  may  rest  aaeured  that  the 
Germane  will  be  lavish  enouah  In  their 
delimitation  of  such,  and  the  towns 
and  villages  of  this  kingdom  will  be 
faw  that  will  eooapo  If  tha  war  geoo  on. 
with  the  oTor'taeroaolag  rmdlaa  of  air 


danger.  In  enemy  eyao  all  munition 
factories  In  which  masses  of  women 
aad  girls  are  employed  aro  sueh  ot>« 
loctlves.  aa  well  ae  plaeea  where  aay« 
thing  is  being  made  for  the  army  down 
to  boots  or  bandages.  If  the  episco* 
pate  are  ready  to  see  our  women  and 
children  murdered  In  ever-Increasing 
numbers,  in  a  yet  more  frightful  man- 
ner In  proportion  as  the  facilities  for 
night  are  mastered,  the  country  and  tho 
people  will  aat  be,  and  while  tha  latter 
will  not  exaet  moasurea  to  hinder  proa- 
opt  strategy,  they  will,  when  machines 
are  available  In  tbo  future,  show  small 
regard  for  the  Prtflfuite's  qualms  and 
quibbles.  Tha  war  is  not  going  to  bo 
won  by  going  back  to  coraclea  and  ar- 
rows, and  the  general  ocrapplng  of 
their  modofn  equivalents,  but  by  uaing 
every  conceivable  method  and  device 
that  military  science  puts  Into  the 
hands  of  a  people  for  its  defence.  Our 
vinie  American  Aiitea  and  their  blahopa 
are   well  aware  of  this  fact. 

Thia  explosion  of  muddlo-headed 
thinking  and  sheer  cant,  far  It  la  aotblng 
else — all  these  futile  discuosiona  about 
a  doctrine  of  Intention,  is  largely  due 
to  the  ward  "reprlaala"  What,  after 
all,  is  war  Itself?  If  the  word  counter- 
raid  can  pour  balm  on  bishops,  vray  let 
us  use  it:  diaoaaea  often  demand  atraage 
sedativesy 

The  old  complaint  In  Tudor  daya  was 
that  bishops  were  dumb  dogs:  In  the 
light  of  their  recent  performances  one 
could  wish  that  their  tongues  had  be- 
come less  loosened.  Xjti  the  blshops 
stick  to  their  belfries  and  cobblers  to

Thia  ia  the  taak  of  training  the  war 
(rippiea  for  uaeful  ecoupatlona.  Bvory 
aoldler  who  returna  to  Canada  with 
auch  a  diaebillty  that  he  eaaaet  euc- 
ceaafuUy  return  to  hla  old  trade,  la  re- 
educated for  aome  other  occupation  in 
a'ldltlon  to  lyoelvlng  a  penalea. 

The  geaeral  preeodure  tg  theae  caaea 
la  to  keep  him  in  the  aame  Itae  of  work 
and  Plther  train  him  for  aeoaa  more  re- 
aponatbie  poaltlon  aa  bofar  fereman, 
auperintendent,  or  manager,  or  to  ahtft 
him  aidewlao  Into  aome  ether  parallel 
occupation  in  tha  aame  induatry  where 
the  aame  phyaioal  effort  la  not  required. 
Kaeh  individual  oaaa  ia  different,  md 
preaenta  new  oomplloationa  owing  to  ihe 
aaany  itatttiag  faetoro  at  ego,  edueatlen, 
phyaioal  diaabilitlea,  dapondeata,  lndua< 
trial  experience,  earning  power,  etc. 

So  many  different  kinda  ef  training 
are  demanded  that  there  la  a  real  need 
for  aome  aaaiatanee  of  competent  en- 
gtaeera,  technical  men.  and  eoientiate 
to  give  the  crippled  aoldler  the  knowl- 
edge ha  neada  Many  of  the  membera 
of  our  techalcal  aoctetlea  and  Inatltu- 
tiene  could  aaelat  materially  in  thia 
great  problem  by  giving  aa  hour  a  day 
of  inatruotlon  to  one  or  mora  men  in 
aome  aubject  in  which  they  are  reoeg- 
niaed  experta.  Thoae  whe  hav«  net 
been  able  to  go  to  the  front  will  thua 
te  doing  red!  war  work  and  alao  will 
render  national  aervloe  by  helping  the 
dlaabled  man  to  maintain  himaelf  aa  a 
productive,  aelf-reapeeting.  independent 
eltlaen.  The  inatruotlon  could  be  given 
In  the  late  afternoon,  or  If  neceaaary.  In 
aome  oaaea  in  the  evening. 

It  aeema  to  me  that  a  number  ot  the 
membera  of  Tha  Canadian  Mining  In- 
atitute.  The  Soclity  of  Civil  Bnginoera, 
and  other  technical  aoctetlea  In  large 
centrea  could  organlae  for  aome  volun- 
tary effort  under  a  Joint  auxiliary  edu* 
catlonal  committee  and  do  an  enormeua 
amount  of  good  to  the  aatiafaction  ot 
auch  men  aa  could  render  aervlao  and 
to  the  real  beaefit  of  the  wounded  ael- 
diera. 

The  Military  Heapltala  Commlaalon 
providea  tnatruotlea  for  all  men  who 
can  be  grouped  in  unlta  of  half-a-do*en 
to  a  doaen,  to  Juatlfy  the  expenditure 
ef  the  training;  but  the  training  in 
aome  individual  eaaoa  would  be  made 
much  more  efficient  by  the  aupplemen- 
t'.Ty  aervice  of  aome  of  our  teohntcal 
experta.

DOCTORS  ARE  WARNED 
AGAINST  FAeS 


Slackers  Counterfeiting  Ail- 
ments to  Be  Severely  Dealt 
With — Examiners  Cautioned 
to  Be  on  Guard 


Klaborat^  Instructions  have  been  iaau- 
ed  by  the  Army  Council  In  connection 
with  the  re-exumlnatlon  of  men  under 
the  Review  of  Exceptions  Act.  The  flrat 
section,  setting  forth  the  policy  approv- 
ed by  the  Council,  Is  of  special  tntereat. 
It  is  laid  down  at  the  outset  that: 

(a)  The  powers  conferred  are  to  be 
used  with  discretion,  and.  so  far  as 
possible,  with  consideration  to  the  In- 
dividuals affected. 

(b)  The  powers  are  not  to  be  used  to 
bring  into  the  Army  men  physically 
unfit  for  service  in  one  of  the  cate- 
gories. 

With  one  occupational  exception — cer- 
tain men  employed  in  agriculture — the 
Act  alTects  three  classes  excepted  from 
the  Military  Service  Acts — (1)  Terri- 
torials formerly  regarded  as  unsulted 
for  foreign  service;  (2)  officers  and  men 
discharged  as  disabled  (except  those 
wounded  or  gassed     or     suffering   from

The  plcturea  were  uken  at  Thetford 
mines,  Quebec,  and  should  be  of  special 
interest  to  every  Canadian,  for  the  Do- 
minion produces  almost  the  entire 
world's  supply. 

The  pictures  show  tha  large  air  ham- 
mers at  work  drilling  hole%  for  blast- 
ing. When  the  dynamite  charges  are 
set  off  tons  of  ore  shoot  high  In  the 
air.  Thla  ore  Is  gathered  and  sorted 
into  various  grades.  The  large  pieces 
are  then  "cobbe<l '  or  broken,  with  small 
hammers.  Huge  scoops  pick  up  loads 
of  ten  tons  at  a  time  and  carry  the  ore 
to  the  cruahera.  Train  Inada  are  alao 
hauled  by  a  pony  engine  up  through  tha 
long  dark  tunnel  to  the  surfaoe.  The 
crushers  which  pulverise  the  rock  have 
a  capacity  of  126  tons  an  hour. 

Aa  Asbestos  Is  lire-proof,  heat-proof 
and  acid-proof  its  uses  are  many.  The 
moat  couimon  uae.  of  course,  la  for  cov- 
ering the  large  steam  pipes  In  power 
plants  and  a»  a  roofing  material.

With  regard  to  Territorials,  the  In- 
structions merely  atate  that  It  Is  emi- 
nently desirable  that  all  of  them  ahould 
be  made  available  for  foreign  sarvice  at 
the  earlleat  possible  date. 

In  the  case  of  disabled  men  the  statu- 
tory  limitations  are  to  be  carefully  ob- 
served, and  the  Army  Council  direct 
that  the  greatest  care  and  consideratlea 
are  to  be  shown  in  medical  re-examtaa- 
tion. 

Many  of  them  have  aerved  overaeaa, 
and  of  those  who  have  ao  aerved  only 
men  who.  on  re-examlnatlon,  are  found 
fit  for  category  A  or  for  category  B  (1) 
B  (11).  or  C  <l>  are  to  be  called  for  aer- 
vlce.  The  remainder,  even  though  cate- 
gorlxed  C  (ID,  B  (ill),  or  C  (ill), 
to  be  allowed  to  return  home,  to  ba 
examined  at  the  cloae  of  a  period  of  alx 
montha. 

Disabled  men  who  have  not  aerved 
overaeas  are,  -it  la  pointed  out.

There  are,  however,  amongat 
them  certain  peraiatent  mallngerera,  and 
alee  a  certain  number  who.  la  the  earlier 
daya  of  the  war,  were  Improperly  d la- 
charged  on  Inadequate  grounds.  Jir*n 
ao.  It  la  easentlal  that  these  mea  be  not 
only  carefully,  but  also  considerately, 
examined.

So  far  aa  theae  men  are  concerned  all 
reasonable  consideration  must  be 
shbwn." 

With  regard  to  fraud  and'  the  pre- 
vention of  its  recurrence  strict  precau- 
tions are  called  for.  Certiflcates  grant- 
ed by  practitioners  and  consultants  ai;e 
to  be  carefully  acrutlnlsed.  and  lists 
are  to  be  prepared  ahowing  the  namen 
of  the  doctors  who  In  any  district  grant 
large  numbera  of  certiflcates.  These 
lists  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Secreury, 
War  Ofllce,  from  time  to  time,  so  that 
appropriate  investigations  may  be  un- 
dertaken as  to  the  methods  hy  which 
■nrh  eertiftcaten  are  obtained.  If  evi- 
dence of  the  improper  grenting  of  cer- 
tificates be  forthcoming,  the  Army 
Cenncil  will  be  placed  In  a  posit lim  to 
exerclae  the  powera  apeoially  conferrM 
upon  them  under  the  act  for  dealing 
with  cases  of  this  nature. 

Further,  It  haa  become  a  not  infre- 
quent practice  to  manufacture  evidence 
that  men  are  affected  by  certain  dl- 
aeases  when  In  fact  they  are  not;  for 
example,  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  die- 
ordera  of  the  heart  and  suppurative  di- 
•easea  of  the  ear.  To  oombat  theae 
evils  the  rejections  for  these  rondltlons 
win  be  carefully  watched  hy  the  prest-^ 
dMita  of  the  Medical  BoardH,  and  in  all 
caaes  in  which  the  porcentege  is  high 
the  matter  will  be  reported  to  (he  Seo- 
retary.  War  Office,  to  enable  appropri- 
ate inveatlgatlon  to  be  made.  Kpllepsy 
la  another  favorite  counterfrlt  iliseaee, 
■ham  diabetes,  sham  Bright  n  disease 
(albuminuria),  and  counterfeit  Hkln  di- 
aeaaea  have  also  been  used  to  obtain 
raleetlons.  Rejections  on  these  grounds 
raqolre  watching. 

Proaldenta  of  Medical  Hoards  are 
alao  required  to  lake  atepn  to  prevent 
the  deliberate  confusion  of  (he  Iden- 
tity of  two  men.  one  fit.  tl>e  other  oh-

PBTOOdRAID.  Au».  1«.— Au«tro-Oir- 
tnana,  after  a  aerlea  of  battles,  yester- 
day occupied  the  Russo-Roumanlan  post, 
tlons  on  a  height  west  of  Ocna,  on  the 
Roumanian  front,  says  today's  ofllolal 
statement  Issued  by  the  Russian  War 
office.  The  Teutons^  by  an  enertetlc  at- 
tack, penetrated  the  Runslan  trenches  In 
the  vicinity  of  Kredchenl.  but  later 
ware  driven  out   by  a   counter-attack. 


BERLIN.  Aug.  15.— The  official  state- 
ment today  reads: 

"Kront  of  Prince  Leopold:  Between 
the  northern  Bereth  and  the  Zbrocs 
there  was  an  Increase  in  flghtlng  acti- 
vity. Southeast  of  Tamopol  Russian 
attacks,  supported  by  armored  motor 
cars,  broke  down  before  our  positions. 

"Front  of  Archduke  Joseph:  Bouth 
of  the  Trotus  Valley  the  enemy  endea- 
vored by  strong  relief  attacks  to  cover 
ths  retreat  of  the  inner  wing  of  the 
necond  Roumanian  army  and  the  fourth 
Russian  army.  All  the  attacks  were 
repulsed. 

"Front  of  Field  MarHlial  von  Macken- 
iian:  Our  troops  are  pursuing  In  a 
northwesterly  direction  the  retreating 
•  nemy  In  the  mountains  on  both  sides 
of  the  Putna.  On  the  fringe  of  the 
mountains,  StraoanI,  northwest  of  Pant- 
Klu,  has  been  taken  by  our  advancing 
troops,  who  checked  strong  enemy 
counter-attacks.  In  the  Sereth  lowlands 
Oerman  divisions  stormed  the  stubborn- 
ly defended  bridgehead  at  Baltaetu, 
situated  on  the  western  bank  of  the 
river. 
/"In  addition  to  heavy  casualties,  the 
Russians  and  Roumanians  lost  on  the 
Ser^^h  and  In  the  mountains  more  than 
8,900  prisoners,  several  big  guns  and 
numeroas  machine  guns." 


Tonight's  statement  says: 

"In  Roumania  progress  has  been  made 
In  our  pursuit  In  the  mountains  and 
during  attacks  west  of  the  Bereth." 

BRITISH  FARMERS 

MUST  ORGANIZE 

Lord  Belborne  was  the  chief  speaker 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Organisation  Society  recently  held 
at  the  Mansion  House,  and  declared  that 
the  Impetus  received  from  the  Land 
~C?iiltlTatlon  Orders  would  not  cease  when 
the  war  was  over,  flinoe  January  1  this 
year  the  aodety  had  organised  OS  allot- 
ment societies  and  70  women'a  Insti- 
tutes, with  the  object  of  increasing  the 
food  of  the  country,  and  in  South  Wales 
alone  10,000  allotment  holders  had  been 
brought  Into  their  societies. 

In  years  to  come  we  should  have  to 
produce  from  the  soil  of  Rngland  and 
Wales  everything  that  could  be  pro- 
duced. In  order  to  do  this  organiza- 
tion was  necessary.  How  pathetic  It 
was  to  see  six  small  farmers  sending 
six  small  oiliJCts,  with  six  small  consign- 
ments along  the  road  to  the  same  rail- 
way station  twice  a  day.  Unless  large 
and  small  farmers,  allotment  holders 
and  laborers  presented  a  united  front 
to  their  Industrial  fellow  cItUens  in 
this  age  of  competition  and  organiza- 
tion, big  and  small  alike  would  go  un- 
der. It  was  because  agriculture  was 
the  greatest  and  the  most  disorganised 
of  Industries  that  the  demand  for  or» 
ganlsation   was   most   imperative. 

BIr  Horace  Plunkett  remarked  that 
the  military  strength  of  the  Central 
Powers  was  due  to  the  circumstance 
that  they  grew  about  80  per  cent  of  the 
food  they  consumed.  At  the  time  of 
demobilisation  there  would  >>e  grave 
labor  conditions  in  this  country  which 
would  have  to  be  relieved  by  the  de- 
velopment and  cultivation  of  the  land 
so  as  to  absorb  as  much  labor  as  pos- 
sible.— London    Dally   Telegraph. 


OTTAWA.  Aug.  15.— Mr.  O.  U.  Bar- 
nard. M-P.  tor  Victoria:  R.  F.  Green. 
Kootenay,  and  F.  H.  Bhetherd.  Nanalroo, 
who  have  'been  urging  upon  the  Qovern- 
ment  the  necessity  of  erecUng  a  drydock 
at  Esquimau,  and  Mr.  H.  H.  BUvens, 
M.P.  for  Vancouver,  who  has  been  put- 
ting forward  the  claims  otVVancouyr, 
were  much  pleased  at  the  statement 
made  toy  Hon.  RCbert  Rogers.  Minster 
of  public  Works,  In  the  House  on  Mon- 
day night.  -p* 

Mr.  (Rogers  expressed  hlnjaeli  as 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  there  warf 
a  necessity  for  a  drydock  In  Vancouver 
and  ons  In  Esqulmalt. 

Mr.  Rogers  made  the  statement  In 
connection  with  the  Introduction  o^an 
amendment  to  the  Drydock  Subsidy  BUI. 
"In  my  Judgment,"  said  Mr.  Rogers, 
"there  Is  necessity  for  two  drydocka, 
one  at  Vancouver  and  one  at  Esquimau. 
Esquimau  Is  a  very  Important  port.  In 
that  the  Admiralty  land  all  their  ships 
there,  and  have  been  pressing  for  years 
for  the  construction  of  a  drydock.  The 
Government  has  lately  taken  up  the 
question  of  securing  the  necessary  land, 
and  preparing  to  carry  out  such  con- 
struction If  application  should  be  made 
under  the  Drydock  Subsidy  Act. 

"When  I  was  In  England  I  had  oc- 
casion to  take  this  matter  up  with  Sir 
Edward  Carson,  who  was  then  the 
head  of  the  Admiralty,  and  the  matter 
was  gone  Into  very  fully  by  that  de- 
partment. I  was  at  that  time  urging 
upon  the  Admiralty  that  It  was  their 
duty  to  build  a  drydock  not  only  at 
Esquimau,  but  at  Halifax,  and  I  am 
glad  to  tell  the  committee  that  my  pro- 
posals met  with  some  favor,  In  fact. 
With  a  rery  great  deal  of  favor,  at  the 
hands  of  Sir  Edward  Carson,  who  gave 
the  matter  very  serious  and  thorough 
consideration. 

"Sir  Edward  Carson  was  willing  to 
undertake  the  work  provided  he  could 
secure  the  money  from  the  treasury, 
and  It  was  referred  to  Mr.  Sonar  Law. 
T  had  two  or  three  interviews  with  Mr. 
Bonar  Law,  and  I  pressed  on  him  very 
strongly  the  necessity  for  providing 
funds  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  con- 
struction of  these  two  docks.  I  have 
not  yet  received  a  definite  answer 
from  him  as  to  whether  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  carry  out  the  proposal  which 
the  Admiralty  made  and  to  provide 
the  necessary   money.' 


FRENCH  FRONT.  July  1».— IBy  the 
Associated  Press  Correspondence  by 
totitt} — ^Forty  French  cavalrymen  were 
the  heroes  of  one  of  the  boat  brlUlant 
feaA  of  arms  among  the  Innumerabla 
stories  of  heroic  deeds  of  this  war, 
during  the  German  attack  on  June  tO 
on  the  French  positions  around  Le 
Morte  Homme,  to  the  northweat  of  Ver. 
dun. 

These  few  men.  who  were  In  charge 
of  a  sharp  salient  whose  point  stuck 
far  Into  the  German  position,  not  only 
held  out  against  half  a  battalion  ot 
the  famous  Oerman  shock  troops,  sup- 
ported by  flame  projectors,  grenadea 
and  machine  guns,  aa  well  as  by  one  of 
the  most  Intense  artillery  bombardments 
ever  experienced,  but  beat  them  back 
after    Infiicting    on    them    heavy    losses. 

The  roll  call  after  the  engagement 
showed  that  only  twenty  of  the  dra- 
goons had  escaped  wounds  or  death. 
They  accounted  during  the  flght  for  two 
full  companies  of  Germans,  and  had 
retained  the  same  salient  which  had 
been   entrusted   to   their  charge.

The  belief  here  Is  that  German  pres- 
sure forced  the  B«<ne  authorities  to 
take  this  action  against  this  Swiss 
semi-weekly,  and  should  he  Swiss  Gov- 
ernment openly  condone  this  action 
there  may  be  complications,  as  many 
Swiss  newspapers  are  openly  support 
Ing  Germany's  "cause.

If 
you  store  up  hot  oil  Instead  of  water 
you  win  have  at  your  command  a  source 
of  heat  able  to  do  all  your  cooking  and 
even  produce  steam  power  to  work  ma- 
chinery.

You    could   thua   not 
only  conserve  and  utilize  the  heat  that 
falls  upon  the  tops  of  your  houses,  but 
effect     some     cooling     of     the     houses 
themselves    by    the    abstraction    of    this 
heat.
